Dedication of the Benning­ 
ton Battle Monument 


Ex-Minister Phelps, President Harrison 


and Others Make Speeches. 


Bennington Crowded with 
Visitors 


From All Over the Country. 


Bennington, Vt., Auk 19.—The greatest 
day in the history of Bennington next to the 
victory of Gen. Stark, to commemorate 
which the battle monument was dedicated. 
The secondary motive of the celebration 
was Hie celebration of the centenary of 
Vermont’s admission to the Union. Offi­ 
cially the United States was represented bv 
the President. Secretary Proctor and others; 
Massachusetts by Gov. Russell and a militia 
regiment; New Hampshire by Gov. Tuttle 
and a militia battalion, with the Ainoskeag 
Veterans as an escort, and Michigan by 
Gen. Alger. 
Among the other military 
bodies 
were 
the 
West 
Point Cadets. 
The 
town 
was 
crowded 
with 
at 
least 100,000 people, and 13 miles of 
railroad side tracks had been built to ac­ 
commodate the many parlor cars, most of 
which were used as hotels during the cele­ 
bration. Among the noticeable features of 
the parade was Cushing’s 4th United States 
Battery, which had marched from Newport, 
R. I., to take part. The President reviewed 
the procession from the grand stand. 
At the base of the monument a platform 
had been erected, and here the literary ex­ 
ercises of the day were carried out. When 
all were in their places and quiet had been 
secured, Hon. Wheelock G. Veazey, ex- 
commander-in-chlef of the G. A. R., arose, 
advanced to tho front of tho platform, aud 
addressed the vast concourse. 
"There lslto bo a dual observance in Ben­ 
nington today, he said. One part is to be in 
the nature of a dedication of this monu­ 
ment ; tile other, a celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of the admission of Vermont 
into the federal union of States. 
Each 
would naturally assume somewhat of a na­ 
tional character. Together they make an 
occasion of unusual national importance. 
"We stand at the point whore Stark had 
brought volunteers from New Hampshire. 
Massachusetts and Vermont in August, 
1777, to defend the military stores bere col­ 
lected. and to operate in his discretion upon 
the flank of the hostile army which, in its 
southward movement through the Cham­ 
plain valley, invaded the western boarders 
ot the territory of Vermont. 
“Measured by the numbers engaged,or by 
the experience of thousands of men today 
standing on this ground, it was a small 
affair. Measured by consequences and the 
verdict of history, it was a battle of surpass­ 
ing importance.” . 
^ ^ 
Rev, Charles Parkhurst. D. D., of Boston, 
editor of Zion’s Herald, then offered prayer, 
the assembled thousands assuming a rever­ 
ent attitude during the delivery. 
At the conclusion of the prayer Gov. C. S. 
Page said: 
, 
"Today we gather on this historic ground 
to celebrate, not our natal, but our wedding 
day; the centennial anniversary of the wed­ 
ding of our destinies as a State to those of 
the great federal family, and to .dedicate 
to liberty this majestic shaft whioh shall 
through coming ages stand as a memorial 
to those brave men who fought for prin­ 
ciples which shall outlast this column, and 
died that liberty might live. 
"We welcome, as a mother welcomes her 
long-absent children, those sons of our own 
Green Mountain State w'ho have gone 
forth from their native hillsides to win hon­ 
orable records in every field. Yes, sons of 
Massachusetts, sons of New Hampshire,sons 
of Vermont, yes, everybody, from the 
official head of the grandest nation the sun 
ever shone upon to the plain untitled citi­ 
zen, friend and stranger, distinguished or 
unknown, thrice welcome all to the festiv­ 
ities of this, our centennial anniversary.” 
Ex-Gov. B. P. Prescott of New Hampshire, 
president of the Bennington Battle Monu­ 
ment Association, was received with enthu­ 
siasm as he stepped forward to transfi r the 
monument, the result of the association’s 
many years of effort, to the care and keep­ 
ing of the State. 
m accepting the monument, on behalf of 
the State, Gov, Page said: “Vermont’s in­ 
terest in this monument shall ever bo some­ 
thing more than a mere property interest 
60 long as the sons and daughters of Ver­ 
mont shall honor bravery and patriotism 
and revere the memory of a loyal, self­ 
sacrificing ancestry: so long. I am suro, 
will thl.^memorial of a patriotism as pure 
and holy as ever made its home in the 
breast of man be guarded and cared for as a 
-sacred trust. 
“It shall stand here nnfouohed.save by the 
finger of time, to tell to our children and 
our children’s children tho story of the 
struggle for liberty, and to inspire all who 
may come beneath its shadow with a deeper 
love of country and a higher appreciation 
of those men whoso sacrifices made possible 
the priceless blessing we are today privi­ 
leged to enjoy.” 
Music followed, and then President of the 
Pay Veazey came forward loading the dis­ 
tinguished scholar, diplomat and orator, 
Hon. Edward J. Phelps. 


TH E GLORY OF VERM ONT. 


Im m ortal Heroism and W idening Free­ 
dom Told bv Phelps. 
Mr. Phelps said: 
Vermont consecrates today 
her 
first 
historic monument. But not hers alone. 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts, who 
fought with lier and for lier at Bennington, 
have joined in erecting this memorial of 
their common history. 
Well may Vermont throw open this day 
,er gates and lier heart. Well may she call 
nor children home. And with a display un­ 
common to her simple life, with trumpets, 
and banners, and acclamations, and Hie tri­ 
umphant voice of cannon, offer unbounded 
welcome to the groat concourse that has 
gathered to her festival. 
It is appropriate and gratifying that the 
chief magistrate of the nation should bo at 
such a time our most honored guest. Iii 
tiffs scene party differences are forgotten. 
W e are only Americans. 
And iii loyalty to that great office, and 
respect for the incumbent who fills it so 
well, we are. all this day on the President’s 
side. 
It is the cause that is fought for, the hero­ 
ism and ’self-saeritice displayed, and tho 
consequences which follow, moral and 
political, as well as military, that give sig­ 
nificance to conflict of arms. 
.Judged by 
these standards, Bennington may well bo 
reckoned among tho memorable battles of 
the world. 
Full justice has been done, in history and 
tradition, to tho bravery and the patriotism 
ol John Mark. But ids great qualities as a 
general have not been set forth as they 
deserve. No better piece of military work 
w as-oen in the revolution than he did iii 
that brief and sudden campaign. 
At Manchester ho was met by a peremp­ 
tory order from Congress to march at once 
to join Schuyler, leaving the Grants to their 
fate. 
Ile R efused to Obey It. 
The cause was more to him than Congress, 
and lie understood its necessities better 
than they did. On the 19th, three days 
after tho battle, hut before the news o f it 
had reached them, ttiat body adopted a 
resolution that bis conduct was prejudicial 
to discipline and injurious to the common 
cause, and 
demanded of New Hamp­ 
shire to revoke the orders under which ho 
was acting. Throe days later they sent him 
a vote of thanks, their only contribution to 
Hie victory that caused the destruction of 
Burgoyne. 
I set against the splendor of them all that 
final onset up yonder hill and over its breast­ 
works of those New England farmers, on 
whose faces dean ‘ration had kindled the 
supernatural light of battle which never 
shines in vain. That conflict was the last 
hone of the Hampshire grants. 
They were lighting for ail they had on 
earth, whether of possessions or of rights. 
They could not go home defeated, for th e y 
would have had no homes to go to. The 
desolate laud that Burgoyne would have 
left, New York would have taken. Not a 
man was on the Held by compulsion, or 
upon the slightest expectation of personal 
advantage or reward. 
■ When the authority of Great Britain was 
thrown off by tho Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. the organization of a separate 
government by the 
inhabitants 
of the 
grants became unavoidable. The jurisdic­ 
tion of New Hampshire over them had 
ceased after the royal order of 1764, and 
with New York they were at war. 
As early as July, 1776, in convention 
assembled at Dorset, they adopted articles 
of association for tho purposes of the war 
as well as of domestic government. In Jan­ 
uary, 1777, they resolved to form an inde­ 
pendent State under tho name of New < o»- 
nectkmt, declaring it to lie necessary for 
protection against tho British, as well as 
against New York. 
Im June. 1777, a comnjittee was appointed 
to draft a constitution, and tho name of 
Vermont was adopted. In July following, 
tho constitution was ratified •Mid at tho 


first election under it, Thomas Chittenden 
was made governor. 
That first constitution of Vermont cannot 
be road without admiration. I pity the man, 
who in view of the time and tho circum­ 
stances of its composition, can road it w ith­ 
out sensibility. 
Framed by a rural people, in hardship and 
poverty, a foreign enemy at their very 
gates, a still more inveterate foe in the 
sister province that should have been their 
protector. 
Its authors neither statesmen 
nor lawyers, untrained in political science 
or literary accomplishment; but one ot 
them having sat in a legislative assembly 
before. They were only doing their best 
under every discouragement, with such 
slender acquirements as they hail, toward 
the foundation of a government that might 
command the respect of mankind. 
It contained the first prohibition of slavery 
ever put forth on this continent, through 
all parts of which the institution was at 
that time legal. Tho language is worthy of 
quotation. 
"That all men aro bom equally free and 
independent, and have certain natural, in­ 
herent and unalienable rights; amongst 
which are the enjoying and defending fife 
and liberty; acquiring, possessing and pro­ 
tecting property; ana pursuing and obtain­ 
ing happiness and safety. 
Therefore, no 
male person born in this country or brought 
from over sea, ought to be holden by law to 
serve any person 
As a Servant, Slave or Apprentice, 
after he arrives to tile age of 21 years; nor 
female iii like maimer after she arrives to 
the age of 18 years; unless they aro bound 
by their own consent after they arrive to 
such age, or bound by law for the payment 
of debts, damages, fines, costs or the like.” 
We have lived to boo the prohibition of 
slavery iii the earliest constitution of Ver­ 
mont become a part of tile fundamental 
law of this nation. May the time he not far 
off when its declaration against that other 
and more widespread curse which corrupts 
and degrades free government shall be 
likewise put in force by the body of the 
American people. 
Till the very last, both during and after 
the 
revolution, 
the majority 
of Con­ 
gress 
was 
against 
her. 
swayed 
by 
the power and influence of Now York. 
Represented neither in Congress nor in 
the Legislature of New York, and w ith­ 
out means or influence to make herself felt 
in eitlver body, recognition of ber inde­ 
pendence and hor admission to the Union 
were continuously refused, and tho title of 
her people to the homes they occupied de­ 
nied. 
Tile contest of the colonies in the revolu­ 
tion was against taxation without represen­ 
tation. That of Vermont, through the war 
and for eight years afterwards, was against 
confiscation without representation. 
No oppression charged upon Great Britain 
by America approached that sought to bo 
visited by Congress and by New York upon 
Vermont, while she was fighting side by 
side with them, to her last man and last 
dollar, in tho struggle for national inde­ 
pendence, 
Tile history of tho early life of Vermont is 
a grand and inspiriting history. No words 
of mine in theso brief moments can justly 
characterize it. We find it difficult at first, 
in trying to understand it, to raise ourselves 
to its plane and to view it in the light of its 
own tune rather than of ours. 
In 
1791 Vermont's long controversy 
reached an end. The justice of her cause 
Gradually Mails Itself Felt, 
both in Congress and in the legislature of 
New York. It came to be seen that her 
right to self-government ought not to bo 
denied, nor her institutions overthrown, 
nor the lands of lier people taken from 
them, and that such results could only be 
attained by a war of extermination. 
Her demands were finally conceded. An 
amicable adjustment was made with New 
York, and a hundred years of unbroken 
friendship between these neighboring States 
has long obliterated all trace of trie old- 
time bitterness. On the 18th of February, 
1791, an act unanimously adopted by Con­ 
gress for the admission of Vermont to 
the Union was signed by the hand of W ash­ 
ington. 
So came Vermont at last, a hundred years 
ago. into the sisterhood of the States. 
Latest of existing commonwealths to join 
it; first accession to the old thirteen. No 
remnants of colonial magnificence adorned 
her approach. No traditions of old world 
aristocracy gave distinction to her presence 
or grace to her society. 
No potency in 
national politics attracted the parasites of 
the hour. 
It is not on this spot alono that these 
memories are revived. Tho sons of Ver­ 
mont are not all here. 
The multitude that 
surrounds us is but a handful. In all the 
cities and hamlets of the Western plain, on 
savannah, and prairie, and river, and hill 
side, in fields innumerable, golden with the 
harvest, wherever on tiffs continent there is 
work to be done or enterprise to be carried 
forward, there they are. and there will this 
day and its ceremonies bo remembered, and 
its inspiration felt. 
And now my fellotv-citizens, our task 
draws to its conclusion, Tho public spirit 
and the persistent efforts of all these years 
have found their reward in the structure 
that stands beforo us. 
Tile earth is studded with monuments. 
From the earliest period of recorded time 
mankind has striven for a language more 
durable than words in which human mem­ 
ories might bo perpetuated. 
They have 
found it chiefly in tho symbolism of monu­ 
mental architecture. But for tho employ­ 
ment of that language there must be senti­ 
ments to be transmitted worthy of its gran­ 
deur. 
In those lie the appeal to futurity, not in 
the medium of expression, however power­ 
ful or impressive. And therefore it is that 
the most imposing and venerable of *sueh 
structures known to the world only stand 
silently over the grave of the deal past. 
They have no history to relate, no lesson 
to teach. Solitary relics of a race that is 
extinct, a civilization that has perished. in­ 
stitutions that have disappeared, cities and 
temples that have returned to the dust, to 
research 
and to imagination 
they aro 
equally dumb. Tho desolation of the desert 
surrounds them. 
We regard them with 
wonder, but without instruction. 
Not such Hie destiny of the memorial we 
dedicate here. Its grand silence shall bo 
perpetually eloquent; its teaching shall 
never cease. It shall carry forward tile his­ 
tory of those early days; of all that made 
Bennington heroic, and all that Bennington 
brought to pass. 
It will look out upon Vermont, on whoso 
valleys and hillsides the seed time and tho 
harvest shall never fail. A land to which 
its people shall still cling with an affection 
not felt for tlie surface of tho physical earth 
by any but those who are born among the 
hills: hallowed to them as to us by its noble 
traditions; sacred for tho dead who rest in 
its bosom. 
Tlic beautiful name which the mountains 
have given it will abide upon the land for­ 
ever. Vermont, always Vermont! 
And it will behold a society wiicre the 
great principles of 
civil and 
religious 
liberty on which it is founded shall be 
slow ly but surely working themselves out 
to their final maturity. A prosperity more 
and more wffdoly diffused among common 
men. 
An advancing civilization, not without 


CROPS AND COMMERCE. 


Notes on the State of Busi­ 
ness in the Country. 


Crop Prospects in the Inited States 


and Elsewhere--W eather Reports. 


Russian Anti-Export Laws—-Other In­ 


teresting Points. 


New Y o r k , Aug. 21.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
The general business of the country does 
well, with gradual improvement in nearly 
all branches, based on actual increase of 
demand from farming States. 
Collections are not generally good, and 
thero is more than usual complaint, but the 
rush of harvesting and other temporary 
causes explain much of the delay. 
It is a surprising fact that the great iron 
industry does not yet meet tho set-back 
which the enormous production threatens. 
The production of domestic iron alone is 
at the rate of 312 pounds for every in­ 
habitant in the oountry. far in excess of 
consumption of all iron, domestic and for­ 
eign until last year, and it is rightly in­ 
ferred that the demand for other iron than 
rails must be unprecedented. 
The coal movement is also large, in July 
481,260 tons above last year's, with a de­ 
crease in stocks. 
The market for wool continues more ac­ 
tive than it was, Boston sales reaching 4,- 
298,000 pounds for the week, aud tho snip- 
ments being very largo from 
Chicago, 
though the trade is quiet here for domestic, 
but better for foreign wool. 
The situation as to men’s goods Is by no 
means unhealthy, while in dress goods 
business is excellent, with no complaints. 
At Boston business is not very active, but 
the outlook is held encouraging. At Phila­ 
delphia complaints of collections continue, 
ana the grocery trade is dull, while no 
change appears in paints, oils and glass, bat 
for iron there is more inquiry. 
At Chicago, dry goods sales fall short for 
the week, though larger than last year for 
the year thus far. and sales of clothing and 
shoes are large, while receipts of wheat 
exceed last year’s fourfold ana of rye nine­ 
fold, with an increase of about a third in 
dressed beef, lard, hides and wool. 
At the South, business is still dull, though 
some improvement is seen at New Orleans 
and Atlanta,while the great fire at Jackson­ 
ville is reckoned upon as a stimulus to local 
business. Money is tight at many Southern 
points, and collections somewhat slow. 
The business failures occurring through­ 
out the country during the last seven days, 
as reported to R. G. Dun & Co. and E. Rus­ 
sell k Co. of the mercantile agency, num 
her, for the United States, 109. and for 
Canada. 17, a total of 216. as compared with 
a total of 227 last wook, and 231 the week 
previous to the last. For the corresponding 
w eek of last year the figures were 193, rep­ 
resenting 172 failures m the United States 
and 20 in Canada. 


TREASH RY BALANCE INCREASING. 


Uncle Sam’s Cash Box Reaching a More 
Satisfactory Condition. 
W ash in g t o n, Aug. 31.—The amount of 
4 Vi i>er cent, bonds continued at 2 per cent 
to date is $20,171,250. There are about 
$3,000,000 4Vi per cents, still held by 
national banks that will undoubtedly be 
presented for continuance. 
The treasury cash balance today is stated 
at $165,641,588. of which $10,700,000 is on 
deposit with national banks aud $19,000,- 
000 is subsidiary coin. 
Exclusive of these turn items and of the 
J:100,000,000 “gold reserve,” there is, there­ 
o f . now' in the treasury nearly $20,000,- 
000, showing a very large increase during 
the last month. 
Since July I there has been an increase of 
$5,000,000 in national bank circulation, 
and it is understood that a number of the 
banks ore preparing to take out adaitional 
c i r c u l a t i o n . _________ 


FA RM ERS’ COTTON TRU8T. 


Holding tho Supply and Bringing Up 
tho Prioe of the Staple. 
Co lu m bia, 8. C.. Aug. 21.—A scheme, the 
main object of whioh is to save the present 
crop of cotton from being sacrificed, has 
been formulated in this city and is to bo at 
once pushed through all cotton growing 
districts. 
Tho scheme was originated by a farmer, 
E . M . Stober, and will be put into active 
operation by the Alliance, which has 
already approved it. 
Tho scheme proposes that trust companies, 
with a capital of from $20,000 to $30,000 
each, shall be formed in everycourity in the 
cotton belt. 
These companies shall receive as subscrip­ 
tions, one-third of the cotton crop of mom 
bors. 
So firmly are these trust companias to be 
bound that cotton thus placed in their trust 
can positively not be touched for a year. 
At the expiration of that time the com­ 
panies will be dissolved and tho cotton 
held in trust returned to its owners. 
By this means it is calculated to hold the 
cotton supply for this year down to about 
0,500,000 Dales, and consequently bring 
the price up to about IO cents per pound, 
instead of six, as is the present average. 


ONIONS. 
HAY AND TOBACCO. 


Full Crops Assured, Good M arkets and 
F air Prices. 
Springfield, Mass., 
Aug. 20.—A fair 
yield of onions is assured in New England, 
Orange county, N. Y,, and New Jersey, but 
the crop Is short in western New York, Ohio 
and Illinois, according to elaborate reports 
from the entire onion-growing regions of the 
country, gathered by the New England 
Homestead. 
The COGO acres of onions reported upon 
will yield a total of 1,576,000 bushels,while 
last year the crop on 5250 acres was 1,565,- 
000 bushels. 
Prices now run from 55 cents to $1.50 per 
bushel in trio different sections. 
The same paper notes a stronger feeling 
in the hay markot, with a shorter supply, 
and an expectation that new timothy will 
command $18 per ton in Boston in October!)

I have no 
other preparation for speech than this in­ 
spiring c u d of good will which you have 
presented to my lips. 
(Applause.) 
Tho 
most cordial welcome which has been ex­ 
tended to me today makes it unfitting that 
I should omit to make a cordial acknow' 
cdgment of it. 
Perhaps I may be permitted, as a citizen 
of a Western State, to give expression to 
the high regard and honor in which Ver­ 
mont is held. Perhaps I may assume, as a 
public officer, representing in some s&nse, 
all Hie States of the Union, to bring today 
their appreciation of the history and people 
of tiffs patriotic State. 
It is a most noble and unmatched history: 
and if I may deliver the message of indiana. 
as a citizen of that Mtate, and as a publie 
officer, the message of all the States. I come 
to say “Worthy Vermont.” (Clleers.) 
She has kept the faith unfalteringly. 
From Bennington until this day she has 
added, in war and peace, many illustrious 
names to our roll of military heroes and of 
great statesmen. Her representation in the 
National Congress, as it has been known to 
me, lias been conspicuous for its influence, 
for the position it has assumed in commit­ 
tee and in debate, and, so far as I can recall, 
bas 
been 
without 
personal 
reproach. 
(Cheers.) 
We have occasionally come to Vermont 
with a call that did not originate with her 
people, and the se have been answered with 
the same pure, high consecration to public 
duty as has b en the case with those who 
have been chi sen by your suffrages to rep­ 
resent your State.

GERM ANY STILL EXCITED . 


C o n tin u e d o n tile T h i r d V a s e . 


Prospect of G reat Hardship in the Oer- 
ipan Em pire Next W inter. 
B e r l in, Aug. 22.—There is no abatement 
in the excitement arising from the agita­ 
tion in regard to the duties on grain im­ 
ported into Germany. 
Gloomy reports as to the prospects of the 
harvest in tho provinces continuo to be re­ 
ceived. 
Everything confirms the belief 
that the winter of 1891-93 will be one ol tho 
worst, so far as food is concerned, on record. 
Tho opposition to tho retaining of the 
duties gains strength day by day. 
Tho National Liberal, and even many 
Conservative journals are making unceasing 
appeals to tho government to make some 
reduction in the grain duties, but Chancellor 
von Capri vt is obdurate. 
Unless there should be a sudden change 
in the policy of the government, there is 
little likelihood that the duties will be re­ 
duced until tho Reichstag again assembles, 
even if they are then reduced. 
Chancellor Von Caprlvi 
evidently has 
great confidence that the situation will be 
relieved by a reduction in freight rates. He 
has communicated with the heads of tile 
Federal States, inviting them to make re­ 
ductions in the freight tariffs similar to 
those made by Pru&sia for the transporta­ 
tion of cereals on the state railways. 
Some conservative organs propose that 
the government import wheat and then sell 
it at fixed rates. The radical p ress daily at­ 
tacks the government with might and 
main. 
Advices from all parts of tile northern 
provinces, especially Posen, give evidence 
of the discontent prevailing there, and show 
that it is increasing. 
The municipal council* of many towns 
have passed urgent resolutions demanding 
that the government entirely suppress the- 
grrvin duties. 
Owing to the scarcity and high price of 


grain, many distilleries are largely reducing 
their production. Borneol them have en 
tlrely susiiondod operation. 
Many distillers, in consequence of the ex­ 
cessive prices of grain, find the greatest dif­ 
ficulty in obtaining potatoes for the manu­ 
facture of brandy, the fanners refusing to 
soil in the face of tho impending distress. 
Reports from Sweden and 
Denmark, 
which countries usually have a sufficient 
surplus of grain to allow of extensive ex­ 
ports. announce that, owing to incessant 
rains, tho crops have l>een partially de­ 
stroyed. Tho harvest is far below the low­ 
est estimates. 
Grave news comes from 
the Rhenish 
provinces, where an official circular an­ 
nounces the appearance of tho dipteral 
insect which committed anoli ravages in 
the wheat fields of America of late vears. 
Everything points to a dearth of bread­ 
stuffs, yet tile government is seemingly 
determined not to recede from its position. 
The negotiation between the representa­ 
tives of Austria. Germany and Italy at 
Munich, looking to the formation of a com­ 
mercial alliance, or zollverein, between the 
negotiating powers, are progressing satis­ 
factorily. 
Italy’s chief demand, which she strenu­ 
ously insists upon, is for a relaxation of the 
restrictions placed by the other powers 
upon Hie importation of Italian wine. 
She appears to be satisfied wit h the con­ 
cessions offered to her by Germany and 
Austria, which nations in return obtain im­ 
portant facilities in connection with the 
entry of iron and textile manufactures into 
Italy. 


CROPS, CLIM ATE, 
BUSINESS. 


Notes at Home and Abroad of Interest 
to AU Roaders. 
One of the most terrible rainstorms in the 
history of Indianapolis occurred Wednes­ 
day. The banks of the State ditch and 
Pogue's run soon filled. This was accom­ 
panied by the loss of two lives. The heavy 
rainfall was accompanied by terrific thun­ 
der and lightning 
Reports from other 
townships show that considerable amounts 
of stock was killed by lightning, and several 
barns wero burned. 
Tile heaviest electric storm ever known 
passed over Bloomington, 111.. Thursday 
night, accompanied by a heavy rain. Light­ 
ning seemed like sheets of fire. which were 
so close as to cause general alarm, South 
of the city a cyclone passed over, doing 
great damage to timber and standing corn. 
Three distinct shocks of earthquake wore 
felt at 8t. Louis, Mo., Thursday night. So 
far as eau be learned, tho disturbance was 
noticed only in the w’estcrn part of the city. 
The mercury dropped 15° just before the 
shocks, the first of which was severe enough 
to rock houses and break crockery and win­ 
dows. 
This was followed by two more 
shocks. 
During a thunderstorm at Huron, 8. P., 
Wednesday night lightning struck a car­ 
riage containing Clarence Mcllvaiu and two 
ladies. Tile horses were killed, the carriage 
demolished and the three occupants more 
or less injured, Mollvaineseverely. Several 
stacks of grain, barns and other buildings 
in tile south nan of tho county were de­ 
stroyed by lightning. 
Wednesday was tho hottest day in Ar­ 
kansas City. Kan., for years, tile ther­ 
mometer standing IOO” in the shade. 
Cloud bursts in the vicinity of the junc­ 
tion of the "One Hundred and Two, aud 
the Platt rivers in Missouri have caused 
much loss of property. The river rose 20 
feet in six hours and 12 or 15 farms were 
ruined. Houses, barns and stock were 
swept away. and crops in the fields wero 
ruined, Many narrow escapes are reported, 
but no lives are known to be lost. 
The heaviest storm which has visited this 
section for 16 years swept over Vandalia, 
111.. Tuesday. Several housoswere unroofed 
aud fruit and shade trees were ruined. In 
the country the storm w as even more se­ 
vere. Stock was killed by tho lightning, 
barns and sheds razed to tho ground aud 
trees three feet in diameter were twisted off 
like straws. 
The heavy rains that have fallen within 
two or three days havo overflowed tho 
Muscle Fork and Chariton river in Macon 
county, Mo., until the water in trio bottom 
is now throe feet deep and extends from 
hill to hill. Tho whoat, oats and hay crops 
standing in the bottom aro floating away. 
The fences are wrecked and the corn is 
ruined. 
A large number of cattle and other 
live stock were caught in the bottom and 
drowned. 
A hailstorm of extraordinary destructive 
ness occurred Monday night in the eastern 
part of Otter Tail county, Minn. 
Twelve 
thousand acres of wheat ready to harvest 
were destroyed. 
Under tho new law county auditors in 
North Dakota are required to furnish the 
commissioner of agriculture with full re­ 
turns of the grain acreage. 
All but IO 
counties have been heard from, and a care­ 
ful estimate of the missing counties gives 
the total of 3,000,000 acres of wheat. A 
conservative figure on the general yield—17 
bushels to the acre will make North Da­ 
kota’s wheat crop 51.000.000 oushels this 
year. 
It will require at least 5,000.000 
bushels for seed, leaving 46,000,000bushels 
for markot. 
Tho managers of tho New York Produce 
Exchange, at a special meeting Tuesday, 
unanimously suspended Maj. Goldsmith, the 
millionnaire exporter of cattle. 
A heavy storm visited Memphis, Term., 
Friday. The rain fell in torrents for over 
an hour, and the wind, which assumed 
cyclonic proportions, played havoc with 
trees and shrubbery throughout the city. 
Rumors are rife that the English syndi­ 
cate, which about a year ago obtained con­ 
trol of 14 St. Louis breweries, has now se­ 
cured the control of Hie Anlieuser Busch 
establishment, one of the five concerns not 
controlled by the syndicate. The price paid 
is said to have been $10,000,000. 


G ra n d F o r k s. N. I)., Aug. 23.—Light 
frost here this morning injured tomatoes 
and other tender vegetables iii some locali­ 
ties, but thero was no damage to other 
crops, so far as learnea, About one-quartor 
of the wheat is in shock. Many farmers in 
this vicinity, anticipating frost, built smud­ 
ges, burning straw and hay, and saved their 
crops. 
W a t e r t o w n, S. I)., Aug. 23.—This region 
was

Sight,which has destroyed ail corn and gar- 
on truck. Wheat, oats, flax arid barley are 
all safe, and cutting is nearly completed. 
Some threshing has been done, and tho 
yield is excellent. While tho loss of the 
corn crop will bo quite heavy, it will not lie 
felt very keenly by farmers, all of whom 
have secured large crops of everything else. 
The temperature at C tonight is OO . 
Aberdeen, 8. D.. Aug. 25.—A hard frost 
last night did great damage to late wheat, 
flax, corn and garden trucK. Ice was on 
tho water in shallow vessels. Wheat is 
mostly cut in this section, but north and 
east of here considerable wheat and flax 
were not out of danger, and are badly 
nipped.

Foreign Notes. 
The Correspondent of Hamburg, a semi­ 
official new,-paper, announced Tuesday that 
tile intention of the German government to 
use wheat iii making bread for tim army is 
an important advance in a deliberate policy, 
the object of which is to make Germany 
more independent than hitherto of foreign 
countries in regard to economic interests. 
The North German Gazette’s Warsaw 
correspondent telegraphs that the millers 
of that city aro now exclusively engaged in 
preparing rye flour and bran for exporta­ 
tion. 
All Hie available threshers of the 
vicinity of Warsaw have been hired at high 
prices, the object of the millers being to ex­ 
port all tho rye possible before the pro­ 
hibition is enforced. 
The commission of the Russian ministry 
of the interior, appointed for thepurpo.se, 
has drafted a project for the creation of a 
ministry of husbandry, and also to extend 
the powers of tho ministry of domains iii 
husbandry matters. 
Both these changes 
are considered necessary teforins in the 
taco of tile present crisis. It is stated that 
the credit for tile purpose of providing local 
works for the relief of the poor will amount 
to .C4.000.000. 
The exportation of rye from Russia to 
Germany goes on with feverish haste. All 
frontier stations are congested with wagons. 
Between 300 and 400 arrived at Wirballen 
Friday, and aro awaiting to transfer their 
contents to German wagons. 
The army 
magazines are buying wheat and serving 
out naif rye and half wheat rations. Tho 
price of rye at Kovno has fallen from 135 to 
96 copecks per pond. 
In spite of the official denial, it is still 
asserted that a government order has been 
despatched to all Russian-Polish railways 
forbidding the exportation of any more rye, 
wheat or flour. Considering that the rye 
ukase was denied for 24 days before it was 
issued, it is believed to be certain that ac­ 
celerated rye exports before the 27th will 
be stopped.

If he had been 
willing to take second place, he could have 
had it long ago.” 
All indications point lo the selection of 
Secretary Proctor as the successor of Senator 
Edmunds of Vermont, and yet many of 
those who are considered most astute in 
political augury say that this is by no means 
certain.

C h e r o k e e , 
la,,

"I do not underestimate the evils of in­ 
temperance, yet I don’t hesitate to declare 
that the enforcement of this law, as far as it 
has been enforced in tiffs State since its 
passage, has pauperized more families and 
inflicted a greater suffering on wholly inno­ 
cent parties than all the intemperance that 
would have existed in the State if the sale 
of alcoholic liquors had been absolutely un­ 
restricted during that time. 
"There is nothing ambiguous in the posi­ 
tion of the Democratic party on this ques­ 
tion. It is not proposed to bring tile legal-' 
Led saloon back to a single locality in the 
State where public sentiment is against it.

Emigration Company. 
The minister told a glowing story' of wha' 
the Liberal government would do for all 
those who went there. It was not exactly I 
"forty acies and a mule,” hut it was 25 
acres and six month*’ rations. 
The promise of such sudden riches stair j 
g Ten tim negroes, and the) began tho task 
of raising the necessary $15,000 to got the 
first instalment of them off. 
For throe weeks enthusiastic meetings ; 
have been held. At these meetings Gaston | 
would make his usual speech in glowing I 
colors. 
Tho great advantages of Liberia I 
were pointed out, and it was declared to lie | 
the land of corn and wine and of milk and 
honey. 
A secretary and treasurer were elected, 
and the grand movement was started. It is 
now in full blast, and about Irto0tol700 
negroes have joined in. They are patiently 
waiting for the required sum to he raised, 
so they can set sail for Lilieria. 
Gaston is ait intelligent looking negro. 60 
years of age and well educated. 
He claims 
to he a Baptist minister. 
He says be was born in Baker county, 
Georgia, and left here in 18K6 for Liberia. 
Since taking up ids residence there he 
has acquired immense wealth, as his story 
goes, and is the possessor of a vast area of 
rich fanning lands about 60 miles west of 
Monrovia.

Of late the manufacture of an artificial 
leather wall covering, selling under a high 
sounding name, makes a market for all the 
worn out hoots and shoes of the American 
people, so that in its revised form the dis­ 
carded foot wear of the most wretched of 
earth’s children may look down for years 
upon the scones of splendor such as the for­ 
lorn wearer saw not oven in dreams. 
There aro other uses a* well, including 
the manufacture of buttons, combs, knife 
handle* and other articles which are inter­ 
esting, but of which the ouhlic know little. 
Carriage makers, bookbinders and picture 
frame makers consumo this artificial leacher 
to a certain extent for their cheaper grades 
of work.

A Bankrupt M iner Suddenly Falls H eir 
to a Fortune.

The papers have lately mentioned bow 
many prominent mine* of the country were 
discovered by chance. There is a scrap to 
lie added to the history of tim Cortez mines. 
Simeon Wenban had run tile Garrison tun* 
ne! at great expense and was left a poor 
man, owing his creditors $150,000. There 
was uot a pound of orc in sight whereby tho 
debt might be paid. 
As a last resort, with a forlorn hope, after 
lite mine hail been closed, Simeon Wenban 
drilled a hole in the hanging wall and 
blasted out a huge piece of rock, which he 
found to lie almost a solid block of metal, 
and part of an immense vein whioh had 
been paralleled hundreds of feet. 
This fortunate last effort marked a sud­ 
den change that seldom falls to the lot of 
man. It was Wenban, the poor man, the 
laborer, before that blast was fired; it waa 
.Simeon Wenban, the millionnaire. but a 
second thereafter. The first m onth’s run 
ot his little mill gave him $30,000, and ever 
since he has grown more wealthy.

The Latest Novelty of Science is a Sub­ 
stitute for Bone. 
(New York Sun.] 
Another substitute for bone, celluloid, 
etc., in some of the industrial arts has been 
brought to ouhlic attention, the substance 
in tiffs case being milk, its usefulness being 
exhibited in the form of combs, billiard 
balls, brush backs, knife handles, and vari­ 
ous o'*'-r arrises for which Ivory, bone or 
celluloid are employed. 
Iii accomplishing this casein, or the solids 
iii milk, is first reduced to a partially gela­ 
tinous condition by means of borax or am­ 
monia, and then mixed with mineral salt 
dissolved in acid or water, winch liquid is 
subsequently evaporated. 
Tile casein is placed in a suitalde vessel, 
and the borax incorporated with it by boat, 
the proportions being IO kilograms of casein 
to three of borax, dissolved in six litres of 
water, and, on thecasein becoming changed 
in appearance, the water is drawn off. and 
to tim residue, while still of the consistency 
of melted gelatine, there is added one kilo­ 
gram of mineral salt held in solution of 
three litres of water, 
Almost any of the salts of iron, lead, tin. 
zinc, copper, or other minerals soluble in 
acid may he used. 
On tile mixture being 
effected, the solid matter is found separated 
from the greater portion of the acid aud 
water, and is til en drawn off. 
Next the solid matter is then subjected to 
great pressure to drive out all possible moist­ 
ure, and then to evaporation under great 
heat to remove any remaining moisture. 
The resulting products, called “hicrites,” 
can be molded into any form, and by ad­ 
mixture of pigments or dyes may he of any- 
desired color.

An A dventure Off the N ew England

HERE was probably 
no happier or more 
expectant boy than 
m yself 
w hen 
o n e 
warm Ju ly afternoon 
I jum ped from a New 
London dock to the 
deck of th e fishing 
schooner Kate. 
I was to take a 
m onth’s 
swordflsh- 
ing trip 
along the 
New E ngland coast 
w ith Capt. M ead and 
his crew of four, and 
I was happy over just 
having been released 
from school and the 


' 
enjoyable outing in 
anticipation. 
The K ate’s cabin m ight have been dis­ 
tasteful to some boys, for it was uncarpeted, 
had little furniture, but instead a very pro­ 
nounced sm ell of fish and bilge w ater; hut 
I was not particular, 
and alw ays too 
sleepy when I turned in to bo affected by 
such surroundings. 
The next afternoon we captured our first 
fish. Capt. Mead stood in a sm all iron 
fram ew ork on the bowsprit w ith his spear 
in hand, or resting across the “pulpit.” as it 
was term ed. 
The spear consisted of a long wooden 
stick, one end of which was inserted into an 
iron dart. A ttached to an eye in th e dart 
was a line which ran aft to a sm all red keg, 
around which it was wound. 
Bill Mead, the captain’s son, was aloft in 
the rigging on the “lookout.” 
W hen ho 
sighted a swordfish he would direct the m an 
at the tiller how to steer to approach him . 
and when the bow was "clos’t outer him ,” 
as the captain would say, he threw the spear 
at the fish, these throws being little more, 
however, than a heavy “jab.” If th e fish 
was struck the captain would sing out to 
the m an at the tiller, "Throw over the 
keg,” at the same tim e w ithdraw ing the 
spear, while the fish would go speeding 
away w ith the dart deep in his flesh, drag­ 
ging the keg after him. 
A fter w hat Ash th at wore in tho vicinity 
were speared or frightened aw ay,the captain 
aud one of the men would em bark in a dory, 
and locating the victim s by the Buoys, 
would row u p to them on* by one and m ak­ 
ing tne line fast to the dory would tow them 
to the schooner. 
They averaged 
about 300 pounds in 
weight, and had along, pointed sword pro­ 
jecting from their upper jaw. The captain 
inform ed me th at they came from M editer­ 
ranean waters, swim m ing hack across the 
ocean each fall, and th at when infuriated 
and wild w ith pain from the d art would 
often attack dories and even vessels by run­ 
ning their swords through th eir bottom s or 
sides, 
We had been out over three weeks and 
were off the eastern coast of Maine, and in 
two more days the captain was to set a 
westerly course and run to Bar Harbor, 
where, m uch to my regret, I was to join 
my parents. 
The next m orning dawned bright and 
pleasant, but by noon there were signs that 
heavy fog banks, so common off th a t coast, 
would surround us before night. 
The fog held off, however, and soon the 
probability of its approach was forgotten by 
all hands, for we were in the m idst of the 
g 


reatest num ber of swordfish any m an on 
card had ever seen together. 
There was hardly a sailing breeze, yet in 
two hours 17 swordfish were w ithin a radius 
of two m iles of us, each attached to a keg 
buoy. 
W hen the work of picking them up began 
I launched a light 12-foot dory, and, getting 
in, paddled leisurely about on the smooth 
surface, observing the m ovem ents of the 
men. My attention was attracted by a large 
fish, evidently greatly infuriated and in 
great pain from a dart in his side.

Seem ingly too M any People, and T hen 
Such A w fully Q u eer Food. 
[Letter from China.] 
How hard life becomes w hen a land is 
over-populated. 
T here are more than a 
m illion souls in and about Amoy alone. 
They are so crowded together th a t w hen 
you see them you forget they are hum an 
and im agine them ants or bees on a larger 
scale than usual. 
They have to live and they do it in a way 
th at would astonish a citizen of the great 
republic. Labor is a drug in the m arket. 
An expert joiner, carpenter, or m etaism ith 
receives 25 cents a day. SI.40 for a week, 
or $5.25 for a m onth. A laborer is glad to 
get 15 cents a day or $3.50 a m onth. 
An old w om an or sm all boy receives $1 a 
m onth. But to live upon these rates de­ 
m ands infinite economy, and this prevails 
everyw here in China. 
At low tide th e 
beach is crowded w ith m en, women and 
children. 
They gather sea moss and convert it into 
gelatine, seaweed and change it into a n u ­ 
tritious food, sea worms and sea urchins, 
and by si ow cooking transm ute these into 
m ysterious stews and chowders.. Tho d rift­ 
wood throw n up by tile sea is dried and 
utilized for fuel. Even the tiny anim als 
which build little shell houses in the m ud 
or under rocks and bowlders are pried out 
one by one, and served up 011 the dinner 
table. Two hundred scarcely fill a sm all 
cup, and require four hours hard work to 
gather, but they are in the m arket every 
day, and sell for three or four cents a 
pound. 
The children are trained to pick up dead 
leaves, sticks and straws, and put them 
aside to dry u ntil usable as firewood. One 
child keeps a fam ily supplied by w orking 
eight hours a day. 
Necessity teaches them how to prepare 
for food w hat we consider worthless weeds. 
The tops of turnips, carrots, sweet potatoes 
and onions, the seeds of waterm elons, 
squashes, sunflowers and fruits, the entrails 
of anim als, the fins and bones of fishes are 
all utilized, and it m ust be confessed m ade 
into very savory dishes. 
W hat can not be digested by the hum an 
stom ach is reserved for tile pigs, chickens 
and ducks, w ith which every coolie fam ily 
is provided. T hus nearly all the vegetable 
growths have esculent .tips w hen they be- 
gin'to grow. 
The coolie housew ife boils them until 
they are soft aud digestible, cuts off the ex­ 
trem e portions for the hum an m em bers of 
her household, and puts aside 
tile 
re­ 
m ainder for her various animals. 
I have seen grass, clover, thistles, cab­ 
bage, stalk, cactus, century plants and even 
palm tops treated in this way. and witnessed 
the delight shown by the peoplo to whom 
they wore served as tUe chief dishes of their 
daily provender. 
The rich m andarins go to the opposite ex ­ 
trem e and dine on bird’s nests at $80 a 
dozen; on band-fed 
gold fish, fattened 
frogs, tigers' livers, preserved ducks’ eggs. 
truffles, bamboo, oysters, cock’s combs and 
other luxuries. 
Frequently a m andarin 
dinner will cost from .$20 to $50 a plate. 
W hen it is rem em bered th at little or no 
wine is used at these repasts the extrava­ 
gance of the cuisine is easily appreciated.

Allay, the Murderer of Chris­ 
tie Warden, Caught 


E id tio g Scenes Attending His Capture 
—-Alleged Criminal Antecedents. 


Drowning Accidents, Fires and Other 
Bows Told in Brief. 


The sensation of the week in New Eng­ 
land has been the exciting circumstances 
attending the capture of Frank Almy, the 
murderer of Christie, daughter of Farmer 
Warden of New Hampshire, on July 17. 
The details of the crime were then given, 
and need not be here repeated, save to re- 
call the fact that on that evening Almy, 
whoso attentions to the young lady had 
bean rejected, seized her, in the presence 
of her mother and sister, dragged her to a 
spot a-sbort distance from the road into tho 
woods, and fired several pistol shots, killing 
her instantly. 
Since then the search for 
Almy has been prosecuted in all directions, 
Canada, the far West and every part of New 
England furnished clues which proved 
abortive in all cases. 
On Wednesday night last 
Professor 
Whitcher of Hanover, of Dartmouth Col­ 
lege, saw a man leave the barn on tile War­ 
den farm and goto the orchard, filling a 
hag with apples, eat voraciously and return 
to the barn. They aroused tile neighbors 
and at daylight Almy was besieged in the 
bam by about 2000 people, shots were fired, 
and Almy, who was well armed, kept all at 
bay, only allowing two men to treat with 
him. It was not until his leg was broken 
by a shot from Charles Hewitt, that lie 
allowed Solicitor Mitchell to urgo him to 
surrender. Mr. Mitchell says: "I went up 
into the barn in accordance with tile re­ 
quest of Almy. He sat on the hay and said 
bis leg was broken. 
He had a large re­ 
volver in each hand, and flourished them, 
pointing them sometimes at me, and some­ 
times at his own head. He asked me if I 
would guarantee him a fair trial. I assured 
that I would most certainly do so. The re­ 
sult of the conference was that lie re­ 
fused to come out. A second parley resulted 
in the surrender. Almy was put in a close 
carriage, but the crowd threatened to lynch 
him unless he was shown to them. 
The officers finally got the wagon clear. 
and Almy was taken swiftly to the Wheel­ 
ock Hotel, followed by a grand rush of the 
several hundred teams which soon arrived 
in the village. Five officers with drawn 
revolvers were stationed at the foot of the 
stairway arid prevented any passage. The 
streets about the hotel were packed solid 
with a turbulent crowd, who w ere pressing 
toward Almy’s retreat. 
An examination of the murderer’s body 
showed that he had been shot three times, 
twice in the left leg below the knee, the 
lower shot breaking the large bone. Hie 
other shot scooped out a hole in the ton or 
his head, but did not touch the skull. 
None of the wounds are verv serious. Ahoy 
says there is nothing in his past career that 
is bad, except that he has gambled sonic. 
Thirty or more men have been arrested on 
suspicion in various parts of the New Eng­ 
land States, and the $4000 reward offered 
by the authorities has stimulated many to 
take part in tho search. But nad any one 
suggested that Almy was hiding in so close 
proximity to the scene of his crime as that 
in which he was found, the inca probably 
would have been ridiculed, though many 
thought him concealed In the woods around 
Hanover. The story of his discovery aud 
capture is as exciting as the murder was re­ 
volting. 
Almy claims to feel the utmost remorse 
for his crime, which he says was not inten­ 
tional, but that the first shot was accidental, 
and that he killed her to save he. from tho 
agony cf the accident. During his hiding 
he had stolen forth at night and pieced 
wild flowers on the grave, which he fro 
quently visited. 
Almy was .arraigned on the following day 
before Justice Cobh. He was brought into 
court on a cot. and pleaded not guilty. 
A new sensation was added to this re­ 
markable case by the discovery that Almy’s 
real name is George Ii. Abbotr, and that he 
has been a professional from ins youth, 
having served several sentences for larceny 
and burglary. It is alleged that he escaped 
from the Vermont State prison, October, 
1887, where he was under a sentence of 15 
years.

In Boston, Cambridge and Other Parts 
of New England. 
Tuesday, Aug. 18, at 7.17 in Hie morning, 
fire was discovered in the mammoth works 
of the Damon Safe Company at Cambridge, 
Mass., which spread to tho Kendall Ma­ 
chine shops adjoining. 
Both places y ore 
completely destroyed, the Damon Company 
losing $150,000 and the Kendall Company 
$80,000. About 280 men wore employed

clothes. 
At Ooean Spray, near Boston, on Thurs­ 
day, two summer cottages and a stable were 
destroyed; 16 horses were burned to deate. 
Putnam Sc Co’s bedding factory on Con­ 
gress st., Boston. wras destroyed by tire on 
Thursday evening. 
I aiss $200,000; insur­ 
ance $71,000. The building was a new six- 
story structure in which 200 to 300 people 
were employed, but all got out safely. 


Drowned in Dorchester Bay. 
Dorchester bay, Boston harbor, has been 
the scene of several drowning accidents this 
year. Aug. 9 five persons lost their lives by 
reckless sailing, and early Friday morning 
Rate and Mary A. Wlielton, 17 and 24 years 
old, were drowned while attempting to 
reach the shore from a yacht, in an over­ 
burdened tender. Four men in tho party 
were saved.

TREE-CLIM BING RABBITS. 


Q ueer Modifications of European Ani- 
imal in Australasia. 
[Youth's Companion.] 
Tho effect upon animals of a chango in 
the condition of their life is a favorite topic 
among zoologists and biologists, who find 
th at nearly every species of animal existed 
in some other than its present form at some 
previous epoch of the world. The whale, 
for 
Instance, was once a land animal. 
Forced to take to the water for a living, he 
became in time much more like a fish in 
shape than like a land animal. 
According to a Tasmanian paper a modifi­ 
cation of the form of a familiar European 
animal Is going on in the Australasian world 
under tho eye of the people there. 
The Australian rabbit, imported from 
England, is acquiring nails on Ids feet, and 
learning to climb. As is well known, tho 
rabbits of Australia have increased in such 
enormous numbers that they have become 
a groat nest, swarming over the land and 
devouring the tanners crops. 
In order to protect their fields the farmers 
nut up wire nettings in place of fences. 
The rabbits could not get through these, 
but they presently began to burrow beneath 
them. 
Then the farmers sank the nettings six or 
eight Inches into tho soil. This stopped tho 
rabbits from getting in by digging, but they 
presently began to attempt to climb over 
the netting. 
As the result of this climbing, it is said, 
tho rabbits aro developing a nail iii their 
toes. The nail development has been no­ 
ticed in Queensland, and still later in Tas­ 
mania. 
According to tho theory of natural selec­ 
tion, it is likely presently to happen that in 
certain districts only those rabbits will sur­ 
vive which can climb at least a little, and 
in this way a raco of climbing rabbits may 
be developed.

The President Again Speaks—G o t . Russell 
Makes a Hit. 


B e n n i n g t o n , Vt., Aug. 19.—'The banquet 
was hold in a largo tent on the grounds of 
tho Soldiers’ Home, at 4 o’clock this after­ 
noon. 
Hon. VV, G. Veazev, tho chairman of the 
occasion, introduced Bresident Harrison, 
who said, after a witty apology for his 
hoarseness: 
"If we seek to find tho institutions of New 
England that have formed the character of 
its own people and have exercised a stronger 
moulding influence than that of atty other 
section upon our whole people, we shall 
find them, I think, in their temples, in 
their schools, in their town meetings and in 
their God-fearing homes. (Applause.) 
"The courage of those who fought at Ben­ 
nington, af Concord, Lexington, Bunker 
Hill and Saratoga was born of a high trust 
iii God. They were men who, fearing God, 
had naught else to fear. That devotion to 
local self government which originated and 
for so long maintained the town meeting. 
establishing and perpetuation a true democ­ 
racy. an equal, full participation and re­ 
sponsibility iii all public affairs on the part 
of every citizen was tile cause of the devel­ 
opment of the love of social order and re­ 
spect for law which has characterized your 
communities, 
has made them safe and 
memorable abodes for your people. 
“These migrations between the States 
have been to your loss, but there is now a 
turning Pack to these States of New Eng­ 
land and to some of it* unused farms, which 
I believe is to continue and increase. The 
migration winch you have sent into the 
South to develope its industries, to open its 
mines, to set up factories and furnaces is 
doing a marvellous work in unifying our 
people. (Applause.) 
"As I journeyed recently across the conti­ 
nent this oneness of oar people was strongly 
impressed upon mo. I think those centen­ 
nial observances which have crowded one 
upon another from Concord to the centen­ 
nial of tho adoption of the Constitution and 
the organization of the Supreme Court 
have turned the thought of our people to 
the most inspiring incidents in our history, 
and have greatly intensified and developed 
our love of the flag and of the Constitution. 
(Applause.) I do not believe there lias been 
a tune in our history when there has been 
a deeper, fonder love for the unity of the 
States, for the Hag that emblematizes this 
unity and for the 
Constitution 
which 
cements it. (Applause.) 
"I believe we nave come to a time when 
we may looK out to greater things. Secure 
in our own institutions enriched almost be­ 
yond calculation. 
I believe 
we have 
reached a time when we may take a large 
part in tim great transactions of tim world. 
(Cheers). I believe our people aro prepared 
now to insist that tho American flag shall 
again be seen upon the sea (applause) anil 
that our merchants 
and manufacturers 
are 
ready 
to seize 
Hie 
golden 
opportunity that is now offered for extend­ 
ing our commerce into the States of Central 
and South America. (Cheers.) 
I believe 
that conservative views of finance will pre­ 
vail in this country. 
(Applause.) 
I ain 
sure discontent and temporary distress will 
not tempt our people to forsake those safe 
lines of public administration in which com­ 
mercial security alone rests. (Applause.) 
"I have gone beyond the promise of the 
president of the day and have been betrayed 
by your friendliness Bito speaking two or 
three words. (Applause.) May Lin closing, 
tender to these good women of Vermont 
my thanks for the grace and sweetness 
which their services and their presence 
have lent to this happy occasion. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) May I say to them that the devoted 
services of their mothers, their courage and 
patience and helpfulness shown by the 
women in the great struggle for liberty can­ 
not be to highly appreciated. 
"It was an easier fate to march with hared 
breast against the Hessians’ ramparts at 
Bennington than to sit in tho lonely homo- 
stead awaiting tho issue with tearful eyes 
uplifted to Got! in prayer for those who 
perilled their lives for tho cause. 
"All honor to tho New England mother, 
tho queen of the New England homo. (Ap­ 
plause.) There in those nurseries of virtue 
and truth has been found the strongest in­ 
fluences that have moulded your people for 
good and led your sons to honor.” (Great 
cheering.) 
G ov. W illiam E. R ussell of M assa- 
cli use* ta. 
was heartily cheered when introduced, and 
spoke as follows: 
"Gladly I bring to you from tho old Bay 
Stato lier congratulations aud her love as 
the unanimous sentiment of her sturdy and 
patriotic children. This sentiment is but 
tim natural spontaneous feeling between 
States whose relations have always been 
those of amity, good will and support from 
Hie early days when theso green hills had 
hut begun to develop tile life which a cen­ 
tury ago matured in a free and independent 
State. 
"Massachusetts has a deep interest in this 
commemorative monument. It recalls the 
valor of her sons; tho union of all, heart 
and hand, for the common weal; the sacri­ 
fices of Hie fathers for the liberty of the 
children; tho beginning of a great nation; 
tho courage, patriotism and struggle that 
wrought its independence and founded free 
institutions that would ensure to its people 
happiness and prosperity aud lead tho 
world to a truer, nobler life. 
"The statistician will tell us that Vermont 
is stationary, that her population does not 
increase. Yes, she is stationary, as the fam­ 
ily home is stationary, because those who 
have been born into it havo gone forth from 
it in obedience to the great law which God 
gave man to subdue and replenish tile 
earth. Her children have made her influ­ 
ence felt throughout the Union, because 
they havo carried forth from tho home the 
m other’s teaching, the courage, strength 
and character that seem to be bone of her 
hone. and blood of her blood. It is her life 
rather than her size, her virtues rather than 
her riches, that have made her prominent 
and powerful. Here in this rugged, typical 
New England State have been exemplified 
the glowing words of our liberty-loving, un­ 
dying Lowell: 
Before man made us citizens, great Nature mode 
us men. 
’’So, as we stand today bosido the rush­ 
ing river of our prosperity and strive to 
trace its sources, we find one of its clear 
and sparkling fountains amid the green 
Iii I Is of Vermont. 
"In their life and work, their character 
and virtues, their purpose and influence, 
Vermont and Massachusetts stand close to­ 
gether, with mutual love and osteem, 
each for tho other. 
Massachusetts has 
never failed in hor interest in Vermont, aud 
especially in Bennington, from tho day 
when Stark sent to our Common wealth the 
trophies of his victory (still reverently pre­ 
served'. and in return she voted him her 
thanks, a suit ofolothesand apiece of linen, 
and again a century later made her gener­ 
ous contribution to this, his monument.” 
Gen. Howard spoke for New York in the 
absence of Gov. Hill. 
Attorney-General Miller was called up 
and said he had been most intently inter­ 
ested in the day’s exercises. He had never 
heard of the story so well presented as by 
Vermont’s peerless orator today, a man who 
always returns increase for all honor he 
lias received. 
Gen. Alex II, Webb, president ot the Col­ 
lege of the City of New York, paid a feel­ 
ing tribute to the valor and heroism of the 
men of Vermont who participated in the 
batties of the war of tho rebellion. 
Gen. John G. McCullough spoke for the 
people of Bennington, and also as a rep­ 
resentative of the Battle Monument Asso­ 
ciation. 
His remarks were very happy; 
and Ex-Gov. Rice of Massachusetts made 
a very spirited speech. 
Tho homo had been decorated for the 
reception but Harrison came not. 
The day had been too fatiguing, the Cape 
May cold had grown in Vermont air just as 
the crops do, and the Bresident was only 
too glad to climb into his carriage and be 
whirled over the grounds to Gen. McCul­ 
lough s again. A drive through the village 
tonight was more to his satisfaction, and a 
superb sunset gave him an added apprecia­ 
tion of \ ermont attractiveness. 
Gov. Russell's speech was the feature of 
the occasion, and Massachusetts’ little gov­ 
ernor won the applause of every one.

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Saratoga and Some of Those Who Made 


It Famous—Growth of the Feeling in 


New York In Favor of Abolishing 


Capital Punishment. 
Saratoga, Aug. 21.—This is not as good 
a point as it was 20 years ago for news. I 
sometimes think tho horse races and the 
sporting people havo sent away the leading 
families which once thronged bore and 
made a great display of diamonds and 
dresses, of fine horses and equipages. 
Yet. probably, the cottage life of Saratoga 
contains many persons of thatclass I am re­ 
gretting. for in a ride through North Sara­ 
toga yesterday I saw nearly IOO cottages 
which have cost, with tho grounds on which 
they stand an average sum of $10,000 
apiece; this would bo $1,000,000, or in the 
neighborhood of a third or fourtn of the 
cost of all the largo hotels. 
The club house kept by Albert Spencer is 
the resort of persons of all qualities when 
the hotel tables fail. You ran see at this 
place, with the doors right open which load 
into the gambling room, gentlemen and 
their young daughters, and oven lovers aud 
their ladies. 
Morrissey in his day improved the roads 
around Saratoga, and assisted in the sewer­ 
age problem aud in the wafer works and put 
in the race track. They tell me that his 
widow is absolutely destitute in Saratoga, or 
dependent upon the consideration of poor 
relatives or well-meaning friends. 
Morrissey made plenty of money, and he 
was avaricious of money; but he would get 
drunk at times, and iiis chief extravagance 
was politics. He thought that he was really 
a great man iii the public estimation be­ 
cause ho had been in Congress, and he spent 
so much money that his interest in this 
club property had to be disposed of. Ready, 
the other partner, also fell by tho way, and 
finally Spencer, who was a business man, 
and who had 
Taste* a* W ell a* Fnterprl.se, 
became the master man. 
It is understood here that he has sold the 
Saratoga race track to some of the game- 
sters who ran mercantile race tracks in 
New Jersey opposite New York. 
If tho 
Saratoga conrse, which commenced with 
William Travers and genuine men of 
sporting proclivities, drops into the hands 
of these cormorants in the New York race 
tracks, who run every day iii the week, 
rain or shine, in order to work the pool 
rooms, racing at Saratoga will havo little 
relevancy with its attractions. 
Mrs. John Kelly is living hero in a cot­ 
tage. and tho sight of her reminds mo of 
the latter davs or Kelly, when he so accu­ 
mulated quarrels that at last in old ago he 
sank under the cloud his temperament had 
incurred. 
I see here now, high among tho magnates 
of New York city, Henry W. Purroy, whom 
Kelly turned out of Tammany Hail because 
lie would not take orders of some kind in an 
election. In tho courso of time Grant, 
Craker and others took Purroy away from 
the county Democracy. 
While standing at tho United States Ho­ 
tel counter but yesterday, I saw Smith Ely, 
whom Kelly made mayor of New York a 
good many years ago. He was gray, but 
peart as usual. 
The present magnate of New York city 
who attracts most attention is Theodore 
Meyers, the comptroller, who is so scrupu­ 
lously dressed and is so oxact and pleasant 
in his deportment that when last elected lie 
had no opposition in the city of New York. 
The Republicans nominated him first, and 
minor Democratic associations took him 
next, and Tammany Hall felt compelled, 
rather against its will, also to put him up. 
I was surprised at Saratoga to hear tao 
statem ent made that probably capital pun­ 
ishment will bo dispensed with in New 
York within a few years. Gen. Curtis, a 
one-eyed soldier who is almost 7 feet tall, 
said to me at breakfast one morning: 
"I supported the proposition to introduce 
electricity in capital cases, but I saw that it 
was going to amount to very little because 
they nanaicapped it with 
M uzzling Ute Pres*, 
The fact is tho agitation over the new 
methods of execution have hastened the 
day for the abolition of capital punishment 
altogether in New York Stato. Four States 
have taken that step, Michigan. Wisconsin, 
Rhode Island and Maine. Tho results show 
diminished crime and increased efficiency 
in punishment. 
"Our juries aro afraid to hang a man lest 
it be wrong, or there bo some piece of evi- 
donee yet undiscovered. The samo Junes 
would send a man to the penitentiary for 
life, and and it any such evidence came out 
ho would still be living to receive the 
benefit of the doubt. I believe that in tho 
State of Nev/ York capital punishment 
would be abolished on a vote of tho people 
by a two-thirds vote.” 
Talking one day to Bradley B. Smalley of 
Vermont, who lias figured prominently in 
politics for many years there as a Demo­ 
crat. he said: "Gen. Proctor has become 
the successor of Edm undfin our State; that 
is tho understanding. I well remember how 
much like the genuine Vermont Yankee he 
used to keep himself, with bis slouched hat, 
plain ways and an old Yankee pronuncia­ 
tion. Proctor, howover, has the respect of 
our people; he is a firm, decided man, with 
the best New England traits.” 
"W hat Vermonter stands tho highest in 
the records of your State?” 
"Historically, Ethan Allen is regarded as 
the founder of Vermont, but Ira Allen, Ins 
brother, was an abler man in the estima­ 
tion of considerate men. 
"Tho father of the late minister to Eng­ 
land (Phelps) was another extremely able 
man in our State. The Republicans regard 
Jacob Collamer, and, of course, Mr. Ed­ 
munds as their best exemplifications.” 
"Is it true that Vermont has plenty of 
abandoned farms?” 
"I never heard of them ; I havo my doubts 
whether there is one farm in the State of 
Vermont abandoned. Of course, tile exist­ 
ence of rich land in the West to raise wheat 
lias called away many of our farmers, and 
we use our former wheat lands to raise hav 
and grass. Yet the time cannot be far off 
when we shall consume in this country 
nearly all the grain we raise, and then theso 
Eastern lands which once raised grain can 
again compete with the distant grain field.” 
"A triend of mine,” said I, "says that in 
six years more we shall reach that limit.” 
"I don’t believe it; if it was so near the 
Vermont wheat fields would have already 
commenced to appreciate. Many of these 
theorists who have a quiver full or figures 
to shoot at you prove too much. 
"A railroad in which I am a director out 
West was ut one time induced to drop its 
farther terminal connections upon the 
statement of one of our knowing directors 
that there was loss of money in keeping up 
tins connection. 
At the next meeting I 
moved that we resume that connection. 
“My fellow uirector again said that it did 
not pay, and ho iiad all his figures ready. 
" Well, gentlemen,’ said I. ’I would not 
presume to hold an argument with a man 
armed at all points with statistics like Mr.

T hus w ill th e lesson lie ta u g h t as ev en ts

As th e y o u th fu l H a n n ib a l, before th e sa­ 
cred altar, sw ore e te rn a l h atred to R om e, so 
th is society of econom ic entom ologists h av e 
registered a solem n vow of ev erlastin g hos­ 
tility to bugs. T h e entom ologists au d th e 
hugs w ill now m a rsh al th e ir resp ectiv e 
forces; th e g re a t b a ttle of Gog a n d M agog 
w ill begin. 
T o tell th e tru th th e entom ologists h av e 
m ade ou t a fairly stro n g case ag ain st th e 
bugs. O ne of th e ir sp eak ers declared th a t 
tho bugs a n n u ally destroyed $38,000,000 
w orth of o u r a g ric u ltu ra l products. 
If this 
is tru e —an d w ho w ill d isp u te th e w ord of an 
econom ic en to m o lo g ist?—hugs, n e x t to th e 
M cK inley tariff, are our g re a te st n ational 
calam ity. 
P erh ap s th ese econom ic 
entom ologists 
sh o u ld lie called th o k n ig h ts of m odern 
tim es. T he k n ig h ts of m ediaeval tim es, it 
w ill he rem em bered, used to m a rc h aw ay 
encased in an iron cy lin d er, w ith an iron 
pot upon th e ir heads, to fight im possible 
dragons, w h ich probably only ex isted in the 
alcoholic im ag in atio n of som e m ediaeval 
w assailer. T hese m odern k n ig h ts, on the 
contrary, m arch fo rth to do b a ttle w ith Hie 
v ery a ctu al an d real, th o u g h som ew hat 
elusive, bug. 
It m u st how ever be re lu c ta n tly ad m itted 
th a t these m odern k n ig h ts, lik e som e of 
th e ir 
a n cien t 
prototypes, 
occasionally 
strik e th e ir opponents below th e b elt. 
For 
exam ple, th e y are d e cim atin g th e arm y of 
th e ch in ch bugs by sp read in g a bacteriolog­ 
ical disease am ong th e m 
In o th e r words, 
th ey are k illin g th e m by d issem in atin g 
contagion. 
B u t th e n th e ch in c h bug has 
really p u t h im se lf by h is in ex cu sab le con­ 
duct, 
beyond 
th o pale of 
m ercy. 
Any 
m ethod of w arfare ag ain st him is justifiable. 
So we say, let victo ry lig h t upon th e ban­ 
n ers of th is noble arm y of h u g e x te rm i­ 
nators. 
A nd if th e y are looking for a com- 
m ander-in-chief, w o rth y of th e ir cause and 
devoted to th e ir principles, lot th e m tu rn 
th e ir eyes upon th e H on.

It has ju s t been discovered th a t a g ig an tic 
b u rg la rs’ tru s t has been organized in Now 
Y ork city. 
T h e e n te rp risin g b u rg lars of th e co u n try 
h av e long been aw are th a t th eir profession 
is n o t properly protected. O n acco u n t of 
th e p ersisten t in terferen ce of th e police, 
w ho have, as th ey th in k , invidiously m ed­ 
dled w ith th e ir business, b u rg lars h av e 
found th e ir occupation of la te years a very 
p recario u s one. 
T ile b u rg lars’ tru st has, therefore, been 
org an ized in th e hope of b etterin g th e 
condition of this m uch-persecuted class of 
people. 
It is said th a t th e tru st has resu lted very 
sa tisfa c to rily —from tho b u rg la rs’ point of 
view . 
B u rg laries are no lo n g er a tte m p te d 
in th e old-fashioned, hap hazard, helter- 
s k e lte r w ay. 
T hey 
h av e been p lan n ed 
carefu lly a t h ead q u arters, and all th e de­ 
tails h a v e been sk ilfu lly d irected by th e 
c en tra l au th o rity . 
As a consequence th e b u rg lars of th e 
co u n try h av e had a very prosperous season, 
and th e ir persecutors, th e police, h a v e been 
very n e atly baffled in alm ost every instance. 
S eeing th a t burg lary lias not been fol­ 
low ed aa a profession over five or six th o u ­ 
san d years, th ere has been som e su rp rise 
th a t it sh o u ld n o t endeavor to g e t itse lf pro­ 
tected u n d e r th e M cK inley bill as an " in ­ 
fa n t in d u s try ;” h u t th e burglar# of th e 
co u n try ev id en tly th o u g h t th e ir p resen t 
m eth o d th e w iser course. 
C onsiderable ala rm has been aroused over 
tlii# b u rg la rs’ tru st. 
B u t it seem s to us 
th a t th is is en tirely u n called for.

TH E NATION’S G REAT PROBLEM . 


Tim g re a te st of g o v e rn m e n ta l problem s 
lies betore th e co u n try . T h a t problem is: 
W h a tsh a ll th is g re a t n atio n , w ith its rapidly 
in creasin g popu latio n an d production, do 
for a cu rrency in th e fu tu re? 
It w ill req u ire all th e w it an d w isdom of the 
n atio n to settle it. 
S ecretary W isd o m ’s 
last estim ate of th e m oney in th o country 
w as $24 per capita. T h a t it is q u ite in ad e­ 
q u ate ev en for p resen t n eed s no one will 
deny. U nder th e law of supply an d de­ 
m and, 
as 
population doubles every 25 
years, tile production of th e m etals upon 
w h ich tlio cu rren cy is based, m u st also 
double. 
In th e case of gold th is m ay be set down 
as q u ite im possible. T ile gold organs m ay 
say w hat they w ill, b u t facts are stubborn 
th in g s an d th ey d are n o t a tte m p t to show 
th a t our silver p ro d u ct eau a t all satisfy 
th e dem and as production, en terp rise and 
com m erce increase. 
A m ong th e ingenious solutions offered is 
oho advocated by th e N ew Y ork Voice. 
It 
is a# follow s: 
1. Let the Government purchase both gold aud 
stiver bunton at the market price, fixing a maximum 
price on each, beyond which it will refuse to pur­ 
chase. This is already done in the case of silver, 
There is no reason why it should not be done in the 
case of gold. 
2. Purchase as above all the silver and gold of the 
necessary purity that come* from American mines. 
a. quit coining either gold or silver (except as 
obligations already contracted by the government 
require.) Convert the bullion so purchased into 
Uira such ss are now required for foreign ship­ 
ments, and store it in the treasury vaults. 
, 
4. Issue on such bullion treasury notes in the pro­ 
portion of 08 of such note* to each $1 worth ot bul­ 
lion, each note to bo a full legal tender and redeem­ 
able in gold or silver (bullion, not coin), at the 
option of the government, at the market price of 
either metal on the day of redemption. 
6. Let the issue of theso notes be made as follows: 
One-third in payment of the bullion so purchased, 
and two-thirds in payment of the regular expenses 
of lite Federal Government.

Collapse of Building in New 


York and.Fifty Lives Lost. 


Seven Railroads Tied Pp by Strikers— 


Some Peculiar Bear Stories. 


Brief Summarjlof Many Notable Events 


at Home. 


N ew Y ouk, Aug. 22.—At 12.30 o'clock to­ 
day an explosion occurred In the five-story 
building extending from No. 68 to 74 Park 
pl., and in a m om ent a frightful rum bling 
inoise was heard and the whole front portion 
of tho walls collapsed and fell outw ard In a 
pile on the street. 
It is believed th at about no jives were lost 
in the fatal building by being crushed to 
death under the debris or burned by tho 
fierce fire th a t followed the explosion aud 
collapse. 
About 50 people escaped from the build­ 
ing w ith th eir lives. All tho fire engines in 
th e lower part of the city were sum m oned 
to the scene, the police reserves were called 
out and the w ildest excitem ent prevailed 
throughout th e city. 
Up to 5.80 o’clock tills evening only six 
bodies had l>een dug out of the ruins. 
Only one person was taken out alive, and 
th a t was Mary Heagney. 9 years old, who 
w as found under two feet of debris near the 
edge of the sidewalk, 
Anna was dug out dead, as was 5-year old 
Johnny Gibbs, who had been w ith the little 
girls. 
Am bulances were sum m oned from sev­ 
eral hospitals, and the dead wagon came 
from tho morgue to rem ove tho dead. The 
w ork of the searchers for bodies will be 
kept up all n ight and all day tomorrow. 
T he building was occupied by John Ebert 
& Co.. bookbinders, the tsoutelle Art Design­ 
ing Company, 
E llis & Company, book­ 
binders. These firms were all on tho upper 
floors, as was the lithographing and p rint­ 
ing establishm ent of Lieber Sc Moss. 
On the street floors were the drug store of 
Frippe & Co. and the restaurant of Andrew 
Peterson. As it was tho dinner hour the 
restaurant was crowded with custom ers and 
th e kitchen in th e basem ent filled w ith 
help. 
Louis Rosenfeldt & Co., had a m etal leaf 
and bronze factory on the first floor, and A. 
W. Lindsay a type foundry on tho sixth 
floor. 
From some of the upper floors there were 
m any narrow escapes, the occupants when 
they heard the explosion rushing to the 
rear fire escapes or escaping into the corner 
building and thence to the street. 
A lthough th e w alls of Nos. 68 to 74 col­ 
lapsed. the building entire, known as the 
T aylor building, extended from N a 66 to 
76. No. 76 is on the corner of Greenwich 
st,, and some of the m anufacturing lofts 
i opening from th at portion of the building 
w hich collapsed into the corner building, 
m eans of escape were afforded in this way, 
As the m any stream s of w ater drenched 
the burning nile of ruins, the flames sub­ 
sided, a n o in e firem en of the life-saving 
brigade were enabled to get to work.

Colorado H u n ter Telia of H is T errible 
F ig h t w ith Two Brutes. 
K ansas City, Mo., Aug. 18.—Probably 
one of tho best known hunters and pros- 
pectors of Colorado is old John Yule. Yuja 
has been in the m ountains for over 25 
years, and m akes a specialty of bear h u n t­ 
ing. He is now in Kansas City recuperating 
from his latest experience w ith the an­ 
imals. 
Yule was so badly torn that he concluded 
to corno here, where lie has relatives, and 
spend th e sum m er while he is undergoing 
treatm en t for his injuries, Yule tells the 
following story of the adventure which 
nearly cost him his life: 
“I was up near the headw aters of the 
T um iche creek one day early this spring, 
when the snow was going off rapidly. It 
was rather warm for the season, and very 
sloppy and muddy.

THE ARIZONA KICKER. 


’Washington Star.] 
“There are no more curious fishes in tho 
world than those which belong to the order 
<d ray*,” said an ichthyologist tho other 
I day. “Certain members of the fam ily are 
I familiar enough under the nam e of ’skates.’ 
Their only fault is ugliness of aspect. 
You 
have to go to tropical w aters in order to 
find the dangerous and otherw ise extraor­ 
dinary m em bers of this tribe. 
' Not tho least unpleasant of them is tho 
‘stingray,’ which is quite common in Florida 
waters. Im agine a gigantic Hat fish with 
-reat fleshy w ings; give it a breadth across 
of seven foot, a length of 12 feet and a pow­ 
erful tail arm ed with an ivory dart Bunches 
iii length. Bach is this rem arkable anim al. 
which has caused the death of m any an un­ 
wary fisherman. 
“It is slow of motion, lying on tho bottom 
and enjoying life harm lessly unless inter­ 
fered with. 
But once disturbed it is a 
dangerous creature to encountor. 
When 
alarmed it lashes about with its tail and woe 
to him in w hose flesh the caudal weapon 
slicks. 
The latter is a needle-shaped instrum ent, 
with the keenest possible point, and on 
Ie t Ii sides for its entire length it is armed 
with barbs, pair upon pair, so th at when 
once struck in it cannot lie w ithdraw n save 
by cutting it out. Of its kind it is the most 
formidable weapon with which any anim al 
is equipped bv nature. 
“T his‘sting,’ as tho fishermen call it, is 
chiefly dangerous because of the slime with 
which it is covered. Tho latter gangrenes 
the wound it makes, so th at blood poison­ 
ing is apt to set in, and frequently the loss 
of a limb, if not of life, results. I myself 
once m et a m an who had nearly died from 
stepping upon tho dart of u dead stingray, 
which, though its former ow ner had long 
since passed awny, stuck up in the sandy 
bottom of a shallow lagoon. 
“ My friend’s foot was thrust through by 
it while lie w'as wading for crabs. W hen 
one of these creatures is dragged into a boat 
the utm ost care has lo b e exercised lest it 
wound its captor bv tim sw itching of its 
tail 
Due who walks ip the shallow s of a 
southern river finds it very unpleasant to 
sec occasionally a section of w hat has ap­ 
peared to be tim bottom, perhaps, several 
feet in diam eter, move slowly aw ay just us 
he is about to step upon it. 
“The anim al assumes a likeness in color 
to tim sand or mud w here it finds its home, 
in order th at prey may approach it w ithout 
suspecting the presence of the lurking 
monster. 
"The stingray is sometimes called the 
‘clam cracker,’ because it i- able to break 
the shell of tho toughest quahaug as easily 
as the operation can be performed w ith a 
hammer. Its upper jaw is furnished w ith 
a sort of mosaic pavem ent of teeth, with 
which it is able to smash the hardest sub­ 
stances. To oyster beds the creature is a 
deadly enemy, and where its species are 
numerous tho bivalves have to be protected 
with fences. 
"Crabs, sea snails and squids furnish ti 
large part of its diet. \N hon it loses its 
‘sting’ ny an accident another one grows. 
It is sold for cating purposes in tho New 
Orleans m arkets. The m eat is very peculiar 
and quito unlike anything else, tho m uscu­ 
lar tissue composing the wings being of so 
coarse a texture that, after tho flesh has 
been boiled, one can dissect the fibre out 
upon one’s plate. 
“These wings aro merely pectoral 
fins 
enormously developed. They, as well as 
similar parts of skates and other rays. are 
sold in considerable quantities at San F ran­ 
cisco lo tim French and Italians, who value 
them for the table. Skato tails aro largely 
eaten on tho Pacific coast by tho Chinese 
aud Mexicans. 
“Skates jay eggs, though all the other 
fishes 
of 
the 
order 
of 
rays 
bring 
forth thou- young alive. One m ay pick up 
plenty of skate eggs anyw here on the sea­ 
shore. Children call them 
’sea purses.’ 
They arc rectangular almost in shape, witli 
long tails at each corner, aud about three or 
four inches in length. 
“It is merely tho colls that one finds, the 
young anim al having made It exit through 
un opening at one end. Tho stingray pro­ 
duces from three to niuo living young at a 
brood, but its cousin, the form idable ‘sea 
d e v il/gives birth to but a single offspring 
at a tim e, in which respect it is probably 
unique am ong the finny tribe. 
Much of the romance that has been w rit­ 
ten about the sea devil or tine devil fish is 
based on fact, it is one of the most danger­ 
ous m onsters of the deep, at all events when 
attacked. Animals are form idable in two 
ways—they possess a natural ferocity which 
im pels them to attack, or they m ay be 
tierce in self-defence. 
"The sea devil will always run away if it 
can, but it is a most perilous beast to en­ 
counter when defending itself. To begin 
with it is of enormous size, often m easuring 
30 foot from tin to tip of its m ighty wings, 
and its m uscular power is so enorm ous that 
m any oases aro well authenticated where it 
has actually carried away sm all vessels, 
having become fouled with the anchor 
lin e s . 
“There is on record an account of a speci­ 
men captured off Barbadoes which was of 
such vast bulk th at seven oxou were re­ 
quired to draw it over tile land. 
“The sea devil will undoubtedly assail 
boats if attack' d, and stories are told of its 
sw am ping such small craft by extending 
one o f its great wings out or the water and 
dragging crew and bark under Mio sea with 
a flan of tim giant flu. It bus two great 
horns or fleshy protuberances extending 
forward from its bead, which assist it in 
grasping its prey. 
"Being carnivorous in its habits, there is 
every reason for supposing that it would 
devour a m an if such a victim should hap­ 
pen into its clutch. Accounts aro given of 
its assailing divers, swooping upon them 
from above, so that tho unfortunate beholds 
a living cloud settling over him with eager 
jaws to gobble, while helpless to escape tho 
horrible embrace, However, it is doubtful 
if there is any truth in such tales. 
"Doubtless, with its trem endous bulk and 
double fleshy beak tograb with, this m ighty 
ray m ust be an awful adversary to tackle. 
It is said to be particularly boree when ac­ 
companied by its offspring. You may find 
in tho sea devil a curious illustration of 
nature’s system for adjusting reproduction. 
The cod lays several hundred thousand 
eggs at a spawning, because nearly all of 
them m ust necessarily bo lost w hile floating 
en the waves and those which hatch aro 
mostly devoured. 
"B ut the son devil, which produces but a 
single young one at a time, retains the lat­ 
ter in its belly until the infant creature is 
from four to six feet in length, so that when 
corn it is able to take care of itself and is in 
no danger of being destroyed. • 
“More rem arkable, j>erhaps, than even 
lite sea devil is auntlier m ember of tho ray 
tribe, most fam iliar under the nam e of 
‘torpedo’ or ‘cramp fish.’ It has two com ­ 
plete electric batteries on either side of its 
hood, constructed after tile most approved 
scientific principles. Each of them consists 
of about 470 cells in the shape of six-sided 
tubes placed Nido by side. 
“ The walls of these cells are lined with 
nerve tissuey and oacli one is filled with a 
clear, trem bling jelly. Precisely how many 
volts this duplex galvanic apparatus is 
capable of adm inistering has never been 
determ ined, but frequent experience has 
shown tho power to ne sufficient to knock 
down and tem porarily paralyze a man. 
Natives in Central America are said to 
make a practice of driving wild horses into 
water w here cram p fishes are, in order that 
the latter m ay stun the frightened quad­ 
rupeds 
and 
m ake 
them 
easy to cap­ 
ture. So th a t a shock shall ho adm in­ 
istered. 
the 
object 
m ust 
bo 
brought 
into contact at two points with tho toroedo, 
thus com pleting the electric circuit, bcien- 
tific men regard this as one of the most in­ 
teresting of natural phenomena. Two other 
kinds of anim als possess galvanic batteries 
a cattish and an eel. The two latter have 
the storage cells situated in their tails. In 
all three cases the electricity is m erely 
transform ed nervous energy. Tho oil of the 
cramp fish is commonly believed to be very 
good for rheum atism arid cramps. 
“Saw fishes belong to the order of rays, al­ 
though th eir bodies have the shape of ordi­ 
nary fishes. They swim wholly w ith their 
tails and the long weapons which adorn 
their noses are merely prolongations of the 
snout, arm ed un either side with teeth in 
sockets and covered w ith rough skin of 
great toughness. W ith this form idable in­ 
strum ent they attack their prey, tearing 
meceg of flesh from its body or ripping open 
the abdom en to feed upon the intestines of 
the victim . 
"There is som ething positively abnorm al 
about all these creatures called rays. They 
suggest the notion of fishes antediluvian 
ana it is not surprisingto find m any large 
and extinct species among the fossils of van­ 
ished epochs.’’

Two Pairs of Shoes in One.

A novelty in the shoe manufacturing line 
is of English invention, and consists of a re­ 
movable sole and top lift which can be 
changed when worn without consulting the 
cobbler. 
Tile feature of the invention is said to be 
a metal plate riveted to the bottom of the 
shoe when lasted. The sole. in the shape of 
a tap sole, is provided with a stitched welt. 
Under tile welt is a thin band or strip of 
metal which slides under the edges of the 
plate riveted on the bottom of the shoe. 
The s’lianK is ct st cl. japanned black, and 
the joint end of the bail sole is countersunk 
to tit under the shank where 'tis fastened 
and held in place by two screws. The top 
piece of tile Heel is fastened in by three 
screws. 
It is proposed to make shoes by this 
method, and furnish an extra pair of soles 
and top lifts with each pair of shoes, as well 
as make the soles for sale separately. Any 
one can take out the screws when the first 
soles are worn and slip on a new pair of 
soles, which it is said are finished better 
and look better than the work of tho ordi­ 
nary cobbler.

The fact that tho Gorman kaiser is hay 
ing a crown manufactured to order has 
called attention to tho growing disusa of 
that ancient symbol of royalty among the 
sovereigns of Europe. 
The kaiser’s crown is a magnificent affair, 
and when completed will “lay over” any­ 
thing in the same line in the imperial lum­ 
ber-room of Austria or Russia. It lacks the 
splendor of the British crown, because 
there is only one Kohinoor; hut in intrinsic 
value as a whole the Hohenzollern head­ 
piece probably exceeds the magnificent 
bauble displayed to visitors in the Tower of 
London. 
The Hohenzollerns of the past have not 
been much given to wearing crowns. They 
preferred the substance of power, and the 
sword, rather than tile diadem, has been 
Ihe evidence of their majesty. 
The old 
Emperor William very seldom took the 
crown on his head from the day that he first 
assumed it as his by right divine, and the 
Emperor Frederick never had a chance to 
wear it. 
The young man now on the throne seems 
determined to be an emperor in all that the 
term implies, and he will probably take his 
new crown about with him in his luggage, 
just'as the Prince of Wales totes his bacarat 
chips. 
It is not likely that other sovereigns of 
Europe will follow the example of the 
youthful kaiser in expending more money 
for crowns. They will be perfectly satisfied. 
as a rule, to furbish ud the old ones when 
ceremony calls for their use. As the spirit 
of liberty grows in Europe the old-fashioned 
crown is becoming less popular and moVe 
ridiculous. 
Not a duke in England today would dare 
to wear in public the ducal crown w hich he 
is entitled to bear, and people hare not for­ 
gotten the chorus of laughter and derision 
which greeted the late duke of Marlbor­ 
ough when lie appeared in 1863 with a 
crown on his head at a royal levee. 
Indeed, the wearing of those emblems m 
Great Britain is now, and has been for 
years, substantially confined to tho female 
memliersof royal and noble English houses, 
and with them it is looked upon, as an attri­ 
bute of female adornment. The coronet 
worn by the Queen on public occasions is 
rich, bitt not showy, and becoming both to 
her years an i ber position of widowhood. 
It is not believed that the Prince of Wales 
will take very kindly to the crown, with 
its weight of gold and gems and its stolen 
Indian diamond. Bald as he is, he will 
doubtless prefer to be bareheaded. 
The Czar of Russia has not worn the 
crown since his coronation. Indeed, giant 
as he is in physical stature, the crown of all 
the Russian is too clumsy and heavy to be a 
comfortable headgear. It is studded with 
gems, and the weight of gold is far in ex­ 
cess of the amount necessary for adequate 
framework, being, it is said on the best au­ 
thority, about eight 
and 
three-quarter 
pounds. 
The Russian crown is in shape like a tiara, 
indicating the claim of the czar to be a re­ 
ligions as well as a temporal sovereign, and 
the pope of eastern Europe Several at­ 
tempts nave been made to steal the Russian 
crown from its repose in the Kremlin at 
Moscow. The latest was in the reign of the 
Emperor Nicholas, about the beginning of 
the Crimean war. 
A grand master of the court named De 
Stackelberg was said to be at the head of 
the conspiracy. 
The actual robbers, two 
young men of good families in Moscow, 
had obtained access to the repository of the 
precious treasury when accidentally de­ 
tected by a sentinel. 
They were captured 
and imprisoned. 
They confessed that De 
Stackelberg had supplied them with the in­ 
formation as to the locality of the crown 
jewels aud how to obtain access to them, 
aud that the intention was to break up the 
crown and dispose of the gold in Europe 
and the gems, as far as possible, in Egypt 
and other oriental countries. 
Grinevitch, the one who had taken the 
more active part in the attempted robbery, 
died under the knout; Zakharjevski, the 
other robber, was banished to farther Si­ 
beria. De Stackelberg protested his inno­ 
cence, and there being no evidence against 
him other than the confession of the 
criminals, lie was dismissed from his post 
at court, but not otherwise punished. 
The business of manufacturing crowns to 
order is, of course, not sufficiently brisk to 
excite much rivalry in the trade; but there 
is an occasional call for the article, when a 
new kingdom is created or a new potentate 
rises to sovereign estate on the ruins of a 
former dynasty. 
The Emperor Menelek, of Abyssinia, 
recently ordered a crown costing the mode­ 
rate sum of $5000 from a jewelry firm at 
Milan, Italy. A house iii Londomis said to be 
at work on a crown for the nizam of Hidera- 
bad. It is intended to exceed in grandure 
any Indian article of the kind since the 
overthrow of the moguls. 
The princtdy crown of Bulgaria, a very 
fine specimen of sovereign headgear, was 
made in Vienna, and is sufficiently splendid 
to serve as a kingly emblem, whenever 
Prince Ferdinand may choose to assume 
the royal dignity. Charles I., of Roumania, 
has 
the 
simplest of royal crowns. It 
a circle of gold, with 
a 
brilliant 
ruby set in the front. 
His queen, the 
noted "Carmen Sylva,” wears, when in 
state attire, a diadem of pearls. 
When 
Milan was elevated to the royal dignity in 
1882. the Servian treasury was not in a con­ 
dition to bear the expense of tho sort of 
crown lie wanted to wear, and the needed 
amount—about 
$200.000—was 
borrowed 
from a Hebrew banker in Vienna. The 
crown was made in Baris. The jewellers 
are not to blame for the fact that it is one 
of tim clumsiest articles that royalty ever 
perspired tinder. Milan himself insisted on 
dictating as to the form and arrangement, 
ann. unlike the German kaiser, he did not 
call in an artist to assist his inexperienced 
judgment. 
What becomes of old crowns? They are 
never seen in pawnshops, at least in the 
royal form. There must be a considerable 
number in existence, for which there is no 
use, and for which, in all probability, there 
never will be any use. 
The imperial crown) of Brazil is preserved 
in the treasury at Rio Janeiro. The new 
government has not yet decided what to do 
with it, but public opinion is in favor of 
preserving it as a relic of the past. AU the 
world knows that the 
crown jewels of 
France have been scattered to the four 
winds, and some of them adorn Hie wealth 
and beauty of New York. 
The ancient regalia of Scotland, hidden 
from sight for many years, and recovered in 
the early part of the century, is preserved 
at Holyrood. Practical as are the Scottish 
people, any damage to the venerated sym­ 
bols would no doubt raise a rebellion. When 
Francis 
d’Asissi was 
driven from the 
throne of Naples he was allowed to take 
along the crown, which he probably has 
witli him yet, unless he has broken it up to 
raise money on. winch is possible, as the 
heir of Bomba has lately been hard u p for 
funds. 
The feature of the Neapolitan crown is a 
large cross of valuable pearls, a gift to 
Bomba from Pius IX. The crown of Han­ 
over, along with all the royal treasures of 
that kingdom, is in the possession of 
Prussia, and it is said that the Kaiser has 
borrowed or confiscated two of the more 
valuable jewels for a rosette in the new im­ 
perial crow n. 
tine of ttie mysteries of Europe is the fate 
of the crown of Poland, that worn by the 
great Sobieski. 
When tile kingdom of 
Boland was partitioned IOO years ago the 
Russian government was anxious to obtain 
their emblem, associated with such glori­ 
ous memories for the Boles. 
It disappeared 
completely, and the most vigorous search 
did not succeed in its discovery. 
A Russian colonel named Perlik was sus­ 
pected of having stolen it, and was for a 
long time under examination by the au­ 
thorities, who became convinced at last of 
Ins innocence. 
Little doubt exists that the 
crown was spirited away by some patriotic 
Bole, and secured in a hiding place known 
onlv to a faithful few. 
There is a tradition among the Poles that 
the secret is still held in a noble family of 
Galicia, in Austrian Poland, who stand pre­ 
pared to reveal it whenever Polish nation­ 
ality will be restored.

W OM EN DOCTORS. 


There Are 3000 of Them in This Country 
and Some E arn $25,000 a Year. 
[Dr. Lucy M .Hall In New York Epoch.] 
I cannot state exactly how many female 
physicians there are at present in the United 
States, but two years ago the estimate was 
placed as high as 3000, or about one to 
every 33 doctors of the male sex. 
There are now about 50 colleges to which 
women are admitted in Hie United States 
and Canada, 15 of which have been built 
for woman’s especial accommodation. 
I 
believe that to all the Western universities 
having medical departments women are ad­ 
mitted. 
The fees of women physicians range from 
$1 to $10 a visit: the average fee would 
probably be between $2 and $5. But some­ 
times the charge is $10 or $15 a visit. 
Of 
course women perform a great deal of ser­ 
vice in the way of charity. 
There are several women doctors in Bos­ 
ton, und several more in New York and 
vicinity, the yearly income of each of whom 
averages from $20,000 to $25,000. 
Iii Bhiiadeiphia the highest figure reached 
seems to he about $15,000. An average of 
the annual income from fees of 70 gradu­ 
ates of the Pennsylvania Medical College, 
taken IO years ago, was $2907.30. Only lo 
of the 70 admitted that their earnings fell 
short of $1000. 
■"’omen’s practice has largely increased 
since then, and the average now would bo 
considerably higher.

Notwithstanding the fact that in Italy, 
France and Austria ballet dancing is under 
the fostering care of the government, 
schools for teaching dancers being main­ 
tained out of the public treasury at Naples, 
Venice, Turin. Milan. Paris and Vienna, it 
must be frankly admitted that interest in 
the art seems in a great measure to be dying 
out, and for that reason ballet dancing may 
be said to be in its decadence. 
It is no longer so popular as formerly 
with either European or American audi­ 
ences. The decline of the ballot in nopu 
larity is unquestionably due to the fact that 
ballets have ceased to be pantomimes 
and have become mere meaningless dances. 
If. as formerly, they were made to tell an 
interesting story that 
was fittingly in 
terpreted, they would regain their place in 
th# esteem of intelligent and cultured 
theatre-goers. 
The trained ballet dancers of Europe 
begin to acquire their profession in child 
hood. Ttiey are usually about IO years of 
age when entered at the government 
schools for ballet dancers by their parents. 
Formerly the number of boys admitted 
was fully equal to that of girls, as all bal­ 
lets used to comprise a like number of men 
and women, but for the last quarter of a 
century this custom has gradually been un® 
dergoing a change, until now a man in a 
ballet is a rare sight, alt European nations 
following the fashion -set by the French— 
of having the place of men supplied by 
women dressed as men. 
Pupils at these schools are required to 
pass a preliminary examination as to their 
physical fitness for the profession they have 
chosen. 
Those who are satisfactory in this regard 
are then enrolled as pupils of the school. 
Instruction and proper dresses for dancing 
are furnished them free of charge. In re­ 
turn they are required, while members of 
the school, to give their services whenever 
wanted at any theatre under the patronage 
oi the government. 
From two to three hours a day are devoted 
to instruction. The first five positions— 
taught by all professors of ball-room danc­ 
ing -comprise the first lesson, and then tile 
pupil is taught to go through all the differ­ 
ent poses in hail let dancing, first upon one 
foot, then upon the other, balancing herself 
meanwhile by resting her hand upon a hori­ 
zontal bar, a number of which project from 
the wall around the room. When, after long 
practice, she is able to balance herself with­ 
out th# aid of a bar, what she has learned 
must be performed in the centre of the ball 
and repeated until it can be done witti per­ 
fect ease and grace. 
When this is accomplished, the first steps, 
called assemblee and poses, are taught. 
Then come adagio movements, and after 
those all the various steps are taught singly 
in regular order. When they have been 
mastered the pupil is instructed in what 
are called legation of steps; that is, com­ 
binations of two or more steps. 
Scholars are examined every year by a 
committee consisting of the government 
censor of the at 'ieee affairs and the ballet, 
masters of the theatres and opera houses. 
To become a first-class premier danseuse 
from six to eight years of attendance at the 
school ii* an absolute sine qua non, while 
secundas and even figurantes pass an almost 
equally long period of instruction. 
American ballet girls who have never en­ 
joyed these advantages of long and thor­ 
ough artistic training show a brighter, 
clearer comprehension of a ballet-master’s 
meaning 
and 
a greater readiness and 
promptness In grasping ideas with regard to 
dancing and putting them into effect than 
I have found among the trained ballet danc­ 
ers of Europe. 
Strange as it may seem, it is nevertheless 
a fact, the women of America, without any 
previous instruction, will more readily and 
quickly compelled a ballet master, the fig­ 
ures he wishes them to execute and the 
places he wishes them to assume upon the 
stage, than will ballet girls of any other na­ 
tionality. 
The stories which have been told to the 
effect that before being engaged for the 
ballet these girls have to submit to exami­ 
nation to ascertain if their limbs are of the 
proper size aud shapo are wholly without 
foundation. Such a thing was never done, 
either in this country or Europe. 
Another absurd idea which many people 
entertain is that a largo number of ballet 
dancers pad their limbs. A padded premiere 
is absolutely unknown, antritis a rare thing 
for any ballet girl to wear pads or "lym- 
metrics,” as we call them. In fact it would 
be almost impossible for a danseuse to so 
adjust a pad as not to make it obvious to 
the audience, for the movements of the 
limbs in dancing would cause it to move 
about or to wrinkle the tights in such a way 
as could scarcely fail to reveal its presence. 
Dancing is a verv healthful occupation. 
Dancers, if not dissipated, usually live to a 
great age, and when they retire to private 
life. after spending many years in the 
practice of their profession, generally be­ 
come fleshy. 
There is not a word of truth in the stories 
about dancers being liable to cramp and 
suffer terribly after their retirement from a 
peculiar form of it known as dancers’ cramp. 
No case of the kind has ever been known, 
and dancers are no more liable to cramp 
than people of any other occupation. They 
sometimes suffer from 
sprains, but hot 
water, which is the best remedy, soon 
makes them all right again. 
It is a strange experience ior one who has 
never passed through to enter one of the 
governmentdaneing schools to which I have 
alluded. Let us take one in Baris, for ex­ 
ample. It Is a large, square hall, with a 
slightly inclined floor, benches for the 
mothers who come to chaperon their little 
ones, and a straw-bottomed chair for the in­ 
structor. The supporting bars to which I 
have alluded extend along the walls. 
The lesson is not yet begun and 15 littlo 
girls are pirouetting, galopading, sliding, 
slapping, pushing, laughing, gamboling, 
yelling and brawling. 
They are in dancing costume and quite 
unmindful of their wretched little dresses 
of worn and patched woollen stuff hanging 
on wooden pegs in the dressing-room at the 
other end of the hall. 
They all wear for their lesson low necks, 
bare arms, white muslin drosses, blue, red 
or pink silk sashes, gray yarn stockings. 20 
times darned ami redarned. Nearly all are 
thin, lank, shrunken, unkempt and ill- 
washed. but with an air of boldness, cour­ 
age and good humor. 
They like their business; they like the 
opera; they like the dauce. Their profes­ 
sion is a burd one, but they adore it. That's 
tile great virtue of this little world. 
They must get ud before day in winter to 
come to the lesson at 8 o’clock, aud after 
the performance at night foot it back amid 
rain or snow to their homes, for the omni­ 
bus fare is six sous, and the little ones get 
only 20 sous when they appear at night at 
the opera. 
Grown up, they enter the second line and 
make from 700 to OOO francs a year. After 
that they advance slowly, methodically, for 
promotion in the dance is quite as slow and 
uncertain as in the army, and quite as much 
h"set bv examinations, competitions and 
inspections. 
From tile second line they pass into the 
first, at from lo o n to H O O francs a year; 
thence they pass to the second coryphees at 
from i 300 to 1400 flanes: thence they pass 
into the first coryphees at 1500 francs. 
Finally, after years and years, they be­ 
come premieres, at from 1G00 to 20()0 
francs. That is the dream of all these chil­ 
dren. But probably not one of them will 
ever realize it, and if one should, it will cost 
her many years and many tears and many 
blows. For one can scarcely tell what toil 
and misery the dancer must pass through 
to reach the highest eminence in ber pro­ 
fession. 
And what becomes of all these little girls. 
so full of ambition to be great premieres? 
W hat is their ultimate end? 
One evening a few years ago, as I sat with 
the director of the opera at Baris rn his 
office, he came, wnile rummaging in an old 
desk, upon an old paper yellowed by time, 
which was signed by the opera coryphees ol 
1838. 
. 
, . 
What a host of reminiscences crowded 
upon us as we gazed upon tile figuros of 
that year! Together we fell to tracing the 
fortunes of the coryphees of the year 1838. 
"One was then in the chorus of the 
Opera Comique; one was superintending a 
furnished hotel at Montmartre ; another bad 
married a oelebrated physician, and still 
another had wedded an actor of renown. 
Of the last two coryphees, who in 1838 had 
affixed their names to that worn piece of 
yellow paper, one had become a peeress of 
England and the other was a prosperous 
milliner at Dijon, 
If any one were to ask me whom I con­ 
sider the greatest dancer I ever knew, I 
should have to go over a wide field of 
memory to decide, ami even then would lie 
unable to do so. Taglioni was, all things 
considered, the best serious and fairy dancer 
I ever saw. I first met lier in Italy in 1841, 
and danced with her in a ballet called "La 
Sylpliide.” 
She was tall and slender, of 
light complexion, with chestnut-brown hair. 
Her face was pleasant and attractive, but. 
not handsome. Her father, himself a ballet- 
master, was a man of remarkable intelli­ 
gence, and had bestowed a flue education 


upon his daughter. Her manners were those 
of a thorough lady. 
Fanny Elssler though not so good 
a 
danseuse as Taglioni. was hor superior as a 
pantomimist. I shall never forget what a 
treat I enjoyed in seeing hey play the title 
role in the ballet pantomime of “Esmer­ 
alda" at La Beala ox Milan. In person she 
was a well-formed brunette of about the 
same height as Taglioni, like whom she 
was pleasant in appearance, though not 
pretty. She also was a perfect lady and 
very popular with her professional asso­ 
ciates. 
Of the dancers seen in this country within 
the last 15 or 20 years the best is un­ 
questionably Mdlle. Kathi L&nner, a Vien­ 
nese. and the daughter of Lanner, the well­ 
known composer of waltzes. She made her 
first appearance in America at the Grand 
Opera House. New York, under the m an­ 
agement of the late James Fisk. Jr., and is 
of course well remembered by American 
theatre-goers. 
For several seasons past 
she has been mistress of the ballet at 
Covent Garden, London. 
Cornalba is another dancer of fine ability, 
I mean the first lady of that name who 
came to this country, and who remained 
but ashort time on account of ill health. 
Annetta Galletti. who was a great favorite 
here a few years ago. was a thorough mis­ 
tress of her art. She fully understood the 
mechanism of dancing, ana as a mechanical 
dancer I have never seen her superior, with 
the exception of Carlot!# Grisi. Upon her 
marriage to a non-professional gentleman 
several years ago she left the stage and has 
since been living in retirement with her 
husband in Baltimore. 
Bonfanti and Morlacchi. from their long 
connection with “The Black Crook.” are 
better known to American audiences than 
any other artists. Their styles were very 
similar, both being very graceful and fin­ 
ished.

W H A L ES IN PRISON. 


Deep Sea Monster# Frozen T ight In Beds 
of Floating Ice. 
[Y outh’s Companion.] 
The whales that live in Northern waters 
in winter have often to scour the seas 
through the wildest storms in search of 
food. 
Sometimes they visit still regions at the 
bottom of the deep, and if they fail to find 
there cod, herring, haddock or other fishes 
upon which they prey, they start for some 
arm of the sea or bay where they are pretty 
sure of finding at least a meal of herring. 
When a gale blows very hard whales get 
under the Tee of some high cliff where the 
water is calm, and frequently take shelter 
by the edge of some great iceberg or piece 
of heavy floe ice. 
Sometimes a large body of ice moves land­ 
ward, driving them before it and filling 
every nook along the coast. 
When this happens the whales are unable 
to rise to tho surface to breathe, for a north­ 
ern ice floe is so thiofc that a thousand le­ 
gions of men might move upon it with 
safety. The creatures therefore drown in a 
few minutes. 
These facts bear upon something that hap­ 
pened on the coast of Cape Breton. One 
morning early in April a fragment of polar 
ice floe came in sight, and the wind brought 
it rapidly toward the shore. Some people 
watching it were surprised to see in a great 
hollow on the inner edge two huge black 
objects. 
As the ice drew nearer these were made 
out to be whales. They were evidently dead, 
for neither of them made any movement. 
The ice was wedged firmly around them, 
and they lay side by side, the tail of one 
being partly covered with ice. There was 
scarcely w ater enough in their icy prison to 
float them, and evidently not enough for 
them to live in even had they been able to 
get food there. 
When the floe touched the jutting point of 
headland it broke in two 
between the 
monsters, one part swinging outward around 
the point and moving seaward, the other 
pushing into a small, deep cove and carry­ 
ing one of the whales along. 
Tile 
fishermen 
launched their boats, 
mounted the floe and fastened grapnels and 
stout hooks into the blubber of the whale. 
The carcass was frozen hard as the ice 
itself, and must have been in its prison for 
a considerable time. 
The ice remained 
Sressed close to the shore for several days, 
uring which time the fishermen were en­ 
abled to strip off the fat with axes and 
sharp spades. 
How were the whales thus imprisoned? 
My own opinion is that in some part of 
Baffin’s bay they had taken shelter on the 
leeward side of an ice-floe which was prob­ 
ably aground. During the storm the floe 
became 
broken and the detached part 
swung round and imprisoned them. Tile 
mass afterward froze together, and when 
the current began to set strongly toward 
the south in March, the ice and its captives 
drifted off. at last reaching the Cape Breton 
coast.

The Fan in Japan. 
[Paper Mill.] 
The fan is an inseparable part of the Jap­ 
anese dress. 
A native Is rarely without a fan. It is his 
shelter from the sun, his notebook and his 
plaything. 
The varieties of these paper fans would 
form a curious collection in respect to form 
as well as quality. The highest priced fan 
that was used in the days of seclusion from 
the outer world was not more than 5 yen, or 
15j. ; but now they have been made to order 
for foreigners as dear as £2 to £3. 
The general prices of ordinary fans range 
from 2s to guineas per IOO. 
There ave many curious uses for fans in 
Japan. The umpire at wrestling and fenc­ 
ing matches uses a heavy one, shaped like a 
huge butterfly* the handle being the body 
and rendered imposing by heavy cords of 
silk. 
The various motions of the fan constitute 
a language, which the wrestlers fully un­ 
derstand and 
appreciate. 
Formerly, in 
time of war, the Japanese commander used 
a large fan, having a frame of iron covered 
with thick paper. In case of danger it 
could bo shut, and a blow from its iron 
bones was no light affair. 
One notable variety of fan is made of 
water-proof paper, which can be dipped in 
water, and creates great coolness by evap­ 
oration, without wetting the clothes.

The father of the new Countess of Clan­ 
carty was a respected sergeant of artillery, 
form erly stationed at Woolwich, and Belle 
is said to have begun a fast life at a very 
early age am ong the soldiers of the Wool­ 
wich garrison. 
Belle and her sister “F lo” m ade their 
debut on the stage of the barracks, where 
their 
m other played 
the 
“Goddess of 
B eauty.” From thoro the girls graduated 
to the London m usic halls, or beer halls, as 
we would call them over here, and soon 
becam e the favorites of the "bloods” of 
E ngland’s 
a r is to c r a c y and 
other 
“high 
livers.” 
Belle Bilton first m et Viscount Dunlo, 
now Earl of Clancarty, a t the Corinthian 
Club, an institution frequented by the 
dem i-mondaines of the "upper” class and 
the fast young swells of London. 


They were m arried, and the old Earl of 
Clancarty storm ed and raged.

further back than that, as it was in 1861 
when, in a m om ent of pettishness, I loft tho 
service of the Times aud w as engaged by 
Mr. Hana in behalf of the Tribune to ascer­ 
tain the w hereabouts of the 7th Regiment, 
then lost somewhere between H avre de 
Grace aud the national capital. 
And indeed I do not know b ut I can go 
further back th an that, to the cam paign of 
1856, which resulted in th e unfair election 
of Jam es Buchanan, the Democratic candi­ 
date. as against John C. Frem ont, first can­ 
didate of the new-born Republican party. 
The bo vs of Brooklyn had organized them ­ 
selves into Republican 
and 
Democratic 
clubs, not Hist they could vote, but they 
coaid yell and bum bonfires and swing 
torches and wear w ide-awake hats and oil- 
protecting capes as well as their daddies 
and their elder brothers. 
Before the Young Men’s Republican Asso­ 
ciation John C. Frem ont, 
N athaniel P, 
Banks. Charles A. Dana, Henry J. Raymond, 
John H. Raymond and other men of national 
repute made speeches. 
On the evening of Mr. D ana’s appearance 
H r (spoke lo Hie Audience 


for an hour in English, and for another hour 
in German, and I was told by th at em inent 
scholar, Dr. Thomas J. Conant, subsequent 
translator of tile Bible for the C hristian 
Union, father of mv old friend.

Now Mr. Dana is supposed by m any to he 
an iceberg, relentless as an Indian, utterly 
im pervious, selfish, calculating. 
An experience of many years w arrants 
my assertion th at he is Hie very em bodi­ 
m ent, personification of hum an kindness, 
generous to a fault, m agnanim ous, always 
ready to acknowledge an error, persistent 
rn hi6 determ ination, however, to get the 
b etter in a fight. 
And why not? 
Judge of a m an bv 
the jury of the 
vicinage. 
Go into the office of the New York Sun 
and ask the verdict? 
D ana bas a son, Paul Dana, a Harvard 
graduate, a quick-w itted young man like 
his fath er; be ie 
tall, 
slender, with a i 
m arked face in which th e nose is prom i­ 
nent, and the intellectual superior to the I 
physical. He talks like his father, he walks 
like his father, he has intuitions like his I 
father, and when the senior goes, a* he 
doe* yearly, for a vacation across the water, 
th a t great institution, profitable am ong the 


life is w ith them , and to pass into the hands 
of those extrem ely disagreeable people, the 
heirs, when tim e ends and eternity begins. 
New York is young m anhood’s mecca. 
Although there arr a num berof old-timers, 
m en between 40 and 65 years of age, who 
do great and excellent work on New York 
daily*, It is interesting to know how rapidly 
young mon displaying ability are advanced 
by their chiefs. 
Take the case of young Reick on the New 
York Herald, whom Allen Form an of the 
Journalist, him self a young m an of large 
success, of m arvellous industry and of high 
aspirations, calls th e “Czar of the Herald 
staff.” It is less than five years Bince E rick 
was a Now Jersey editor and reporter and 
typesetter. He owes his introduction to the 
Herald employ to the quick appreciation of 
a situation in Rahway, a little town upset, 
as was the entire region round about, by a 
mysterious m urder, concerning which Reick 
wrote graphically, interestingly, truthfully, 
until he attracted the attention of AD Ben­ 
nett, who secured him for his city staff and 
later made him city editor. O rdinarily a 
city editor here 
Deal* w ith Local F.vcnt* 
and w ith occurrences w ithin a hundred 
miles of th e city, but Mr. Reick has a m uch 
I aiger sphere than that, as he practically 
runs the entire paper, and Mr. B ennett’* 
confidence in him w as most signally m ani­ 
fested when a day or two since his nam e 
wa* placed at tho head of the editorial col­ 
umns, “W illiam C. Reick, City E ditor.” 
The m anaging editor of the W orld, Col. 
Harvey’, is under 30 years of age, as is the 
city editor. Mr. Goddard. For m any years 
John Bogart was city editor of The Sun and 
with Dr. Wood did much toward brighten­ 
ing its local columns, but he has been 
moved to some other departm ent in the 
paper, his successor being Mr. Kellogg, a 
m an somewhere between 20 and 30. 
Col. Shepard’ 8 chief m an, Foster Coates, 
is. I should say. about 35 years of age, a 
thoroughly trained new spaperm an who can 
w rite as well as direct, who can tell a story 
as wad! as suggest it. 
Herm an Ritter, although nom inally the 
publisher of tho Stoats Zeitung, the chief 
German journal of the land, is a very young 
m an, com paratively speaking, upon whom 
devolves not only the conduct of th e busi­ 
ness affairs of th at great institution, but the 
direction of the editorial policy and its polit­ 
ical blas pro and con. 
Boston knows Turner. 
So does New York. 
George W. T urner was, as New England 
journalists thoroughly understand, 
Col. 
Taylor’s friend, associate and much trusted 
employe. At Col. Taylor’s suggestion Pulit­ 
zer made Turner business m anager and 
ultim ately publisher of tho World, To his 
ideas very m uch of the success of the World 
is due. and from his practical knowledge of 
affairs the m agnificent building erected on 
the site of F rench’s Hotel, opposite the Sun 
office, opposite tho 
Park, opposite tho 
Brooklyn bridge, is an outcome. For a 
L ong T im e Ile W as D irndlisflcil 
in the World, although hi* compensation 
there was larger than th at of any one else, 
larger than th at paid to the editor of any 
New York paper as salary. 
Upon his shoulders was rolled tho entire 
mass and mess, and as he approached his 
31st birthday it occurred to him th a t it 
m ight be a good schem e for him to do a 
little work for himself. 
For a long tim e friends had offered to 
back him to any reasonable extent, and at 
one tim e it looked as though he would have 
the control of a combine, journalistic, of 
large promise, but certain restrictions in­ 
duced him to w ithhold at alm ost the last 
m om ent his consent, and he then listened 
with considerable interest to a proposition 
made from Chicago. 
At th at tim e the New York Recorder 
came in the Held, and at a favorable oppor­ 
tunity T urner purchased it. The Recorder 
speaks for itself and therefore for Turner, 
who is brought in here as an illustration of 
w hat young mon with brains and industry 
and perseverance can accomplish. 
The editor of the Evening Sun, A rthur 
Brisbane, is another young m an whom I 
adm ire, how ever more as a writer, as a cor­ 
respondent. than as an editor. In the lat­ 
ter capacity he is cramped, in the form er he 
had full swing for the unfolding of bright 
ideas and the picturing of brilliant pano­ 
rama. 
The Daily News is owned very largely by 
the oldest man in journalism , or certainly 
one of the oldest, Benjamin Wood, who 
throws the entire burden of the editorial 
conduct upon Bartholomew, who is not a 
young 
man and not an old m an, and 
Charles O’Connor Hennessy, the city editor, 
liennessy was the first m an indicted for 
P u b lis h in g th e E le c tro c u tio n S to ry , 
and the only one arrested. 
He comes from a bright and fighting 
family. 
His brightness and his pugnacity no m an 
living dare question, but as I pass before 
my m ental vision the young men in charge 
I find th at it is a list all too long to be of in 
terest to the general public. It may, How­ 
ever, be opportune to say th at th e editor of 
the Evening World. Mr. Carvahlio, is a very 
young m an, as is the m anaging editor of 
the Telegram . Mr. Biddle, aud the city edi 
tor of the Post, Mr. White. 
Well, w hat of it? 
Well, this of It: N o ta week passes that 
my m ail is not swollen to a certain extent 
by letters from journalists in the country 
who w ant to know if there is a chance in 
New York journalism for bright, industrious 
men, youths who have had some experience 
in local, rural or provincial journalism . I 
never encourage young men who ar© settled 
in any line of life to giveup a fair thing in 
the hope of a better, unless there be some 
solid ground in which to plant th at hope. If 
I ain asked, however, if journalism in the 
m etropolis offers a field fallow aud fertile, 
profitable, too, and (honorable, to'brlght, in­ 
dustrious young men, truth compels me to 
say decidedly, yes. I know of no place on 
the continent where brightness, industry, 
integrity, loyalty are so 
Certain of a Rich Harvest 
as journalism in the city of New York. 
W hat is a rich harvest? 
Well, th at can be answered only by com­ 
parison. Laboring m en get JI and $1.60 a 
day. m echanics get $3.60 to $4 aday, m inis­ 
ters are paid all the way from $500 to 815,- 
000 a year, the average doctor thinks him ­ 
self well off if he clears $3000 annually, 
and lawyers whose regular and to-be-de- 


run up into th e #10,000 and $ 30,0 0 0, but of 
those we are h o t speaking. 
No man, unless he be a fool, would expect 
to jum p to the top notch the day, or the 
year, or the decade of his coming into 
place. 
Space reporters m ust expect to rough it. 
Their roughing it may bring them in $10, 
$ 1 5 or $ 1 0 0 aw eek, according to luck, acci­ 
dent aud in cid en t

Borne descriptive w riters range as high as 
$150 a week, but money is not the one and 
only consideration. 
It is a very essential factor, hut mon who 
are born to write, who have the journalistic 
nose for news, who are able to paint pict­ 
ures and graphically narrate stones, are not. 
a* a rule, so over-fond of tho dollar as to 
consider th a t tho only prime object of en­ 
deavor. Thoro are 
Very Few Men Iii .Journalism, 
so far as I ani able to rec, who judge their 
fellows by the sum of money th a t they get. 
"You m uch oftener hear, “Did you see 
th at story?” "Did you read th at letter?” 
than "I wonder how m uch he got for it.” 
Did men tor counsel, young men for work, 
appears to be th e m otto am ong our journal­ 
istic owners. 
It would interest you to go into th e city 
departm ent of a great newspaper at night, 
the busiest tim e, and note the ages of the 
people there a t work. Floys of 1 8 , IO, run­ 
ning along u p into young men of 2 5 , rarely 
any over 3 0 are found in their employ. 
This m eans beyond question th a t the 
work on the newspapers is done by very 
young men, and now that I have shown 
you here that the H erald, the W orld, the 
Times, the T ribune, tile Recorder, th e Sun, 
the Staats Z eitung are controlled, so far a* 
their work forces is concerned, by young 
men, I think the point is m ade and the 
assertion proved. 
The editor-in-chief of 
the 
New York 
Times, Charles R. Miller, looks to be about 
4 2 . and the m anaging editor, George F. 
Spinney, not more than 35, w hile Donald 
Nicholson, editor of the Tribune, is surely 
not much above 40, and the city editor, 
A rthur F\ Bowers, is not a day over 30. 
Chester S. Lord, m anaging editor of the 
Sun, may be 35. bu t he doesn’t look it. And 
in none of the evening paoeTs do I recall a 
m an m uch over 30. 
My advice always to young m en of pro­ 
vincial papers is, if you are in the line of 
promotion, if your editor in chief is a kind­ 
hearted and appreciative m an. if the pro­ 
prietor of the paper 
Is Not Looking Forward 
to the day w hen his son or his sons may 
come in to take your place, by all m aim er of 
means rem ain where you are. 
T hat is not a m ean nor unfair thought. 
No m an can ever rise beyond a certain 
point in the Sun. nor in the Times, nor in tho 
World, nor in the Mail and Express, because 
of this expectation ou the part of the pro­ 
prietors of those journals th at ultim ately 
their sons will step into their shoes. 
T hat is all rig h t from their point of view, 
hut it of necessity produces an im pression 
upon men who under other circum stances 
m ight be spurred on by an am bitious hope 
that at som e tim e and under some circum ­ 
stances they m ight be advanced. 
Never give up a good for an uncertain 
tiling. 
Oil the other hand, never h esitate to 
plunge boldly into m etropolitan waters, for 
it m akes no difference w hat you have done 
in the line of enterprise or trium ph profes­ 
sionally. 
It is not w hat you have in today’* 
paper, but w hat have you for tom orrow? 
The practical newspaper m an is always 
confronted by tomorrow. 
It doe* not do a m an any good to say th at 
IO years ago ho was the brightest and most 
brillian t; the question Is, “W hat can you do 
tom orrow?” This can be answ ered more 
satisfactorily bv the young men, by the new 
comers, than by those who lag superfluous 
on the stage.

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Chang, W h o Is 8 F eet IO Inches T all 
and W ears a 14 Boot. 
A representative of Tit-bits, though him ­ 
self an individual of some inches, felt quite 
like “Miss 
Nobody of N ow here” when 
ushered the other day into tho presence of 
Chang-tu-Sing. the Chinese giant. 
Chang first cam e to E ngland 25 years ago 
—mtat 18, height 7 feet—and between the 
ages of 18 and 23 he “put ou” 15 inches, so 
that his exact height at the present m om ent 
is 8 feet 3 inches. 
He is proportionately large, for his chest 
m easurem ent is 62 inches and his w eight 23 
stone, though he is by no m eans a fat man, 
nor inclined like our friends Og, Gog and 
Magog, to em bonpoint. 
Ii we m ay tru st to the descriptions of 
bygone giants, Chang is by no m eans the 
tallest m an who has been shown in this 
country. In 1664, Mr. Pepys inform s us in 
his celebrated Diary, a D utchm an of 9 l a 
feet was shown in London; and then there 
was the “Child of H ale.” who was three 
inches less in stature and a Hercules in 


"I l?ave never yet met a m an as tall as 
m yself,” said Chang. “I once m et a Ger­ 
man who cam e up to my nose, but lie, poor 
fellow, was as weak as a rat and died very 
young.” 
Chang lias not been idle during his pere­ 
grinations through the various continents, 
as lie acquired a knowledge of no fewer 
than IO languages, these being English, 
French, Germ an, Italian, Russian. Spanish. 
Portuguese. Hindoo. Japanese and Siamese. 
The tongue which he speaks m ost fluently 
is French, while English took him some 
rime to m aster. When he is at a loss for a 
suitable expression. C hang’s signs are very 
com prehensive and easily understood. 
Iii his leisure tim e Chang indulges in 
painting in w ater colors, iii w hich a rth e is 
highly proficient. He is also fond of read­ 
ing the daily and weekly papers, although 
of course these corno after a Chinese paper 
which is sent to him regularly from home. 
C hang’s m other is a very old lady, being 
OI years of age. Her tall son is him self but 
a little over 40, and still in tile prim e of 
life, his pigtail and m ustache being jet 
black. 
For a suit which would cost an ordinary 
man, a v g will say, from four to f i v e guineas, 
Chang has to pay 15. Ho is charged two 
guinea* for a waistcoat, and 65 shillings for 
a pail of trouser*. Every article of cloth­ 
ing is m ade specially tor him, even his ties. 
These he gets by the dozen, in all colors, at 
about five shillings apiece. Ho takes 1914 
in collars, and “ 14s” in boots 
Although he is so tall, and has such a 
large fram ew ork to keep up. Chang eats 
and drinks no more than any one else. He 
prefers fish, fruit and vegetables to meat. 
His sm oking amounts to a couple of cigars 
per day. 
C hang’s 
residence, 
Mao—pronounced 
“M aryew”—was not made specially for him, 
like hi* waistcoats, but was altered lo ac­ 
com m odate the new tenant and Ilia stature 
by elevating the ceilings and doors, so 
Chang does not have to put up w ith “nasty 
knock*,” such as he receives occasionally 
on board ship. 
C hang's bedstead is nine feet long and 
six feet "Broad, dimensions alm ost equalling 
those of the redoubtable king: of Bash an s 
conch. 
At "Mao” he has a m useum of Chinese 
articles and curious things he has picked up 
on his travels. 
He also disposes o f some 
very excellent China tea at 20 shillings per 
pound, but. as a rule, the exhibitor gives 
away more than he .sells. 
Mrs. Chang is a tall Australian, to whom 
Chang has been married some years. Mrs.

Details of the Anti-Mission­ 
ary Riots in China.

NKW Yobk. Aug. 
21.—The M ethodist 
Missionary Society has received the follow­ 
ing letter, dated May 18, from W nhu, 
China, giving an account of the anti-m is­ 
sionary riot there: 
“For the past week we have been in a 
I state of great excitem ent on account of a 
serious riot against tho Roman Catholic 
I mission. 
"It started a little over a week npfo against 
the Chinese nuns who were going about the 
street sprinkling children w ith holy water. 
This aroused the suspicions of the people, 
who congregated in great num bers and 
I hogan to abuse the two nuns, and finally 
took them to the police office. 
“Tho officer iii charge became frightened 
at so largd a crowd and sent tho women lo 
the Halon Yamen, from where they were 
returned to the Rom an Catholic mission. 
“This proceeding did not please the doo- 
ple, and the Ko I.ao huni, a secret society, 
posted placards, inciting the people to riso 
and destroy the Catholic mission. 
“The day 
following 
being quiet 
we 
thought things had blown over: but on 
Tuesday things assum ed a still more serious 
aspect, bv the rising of some thousands of 
people, who proceeded to the Catholic m is­ 
sion premises in a very threatening atti­ 
tude. I was close to the premise* w hen at­ 
tacked, and was attracted by the shouts and 
yells of tim crowd, to tho spot. 
"T heir cry 
av as th a t tho priests had 
m urdered children and taken out their 
eves and hearts, so th at tao mob began to 
seek for graves and secret place-;. 
Finding 
some graves of the priests who had died 
there some m onths ago, they exhum ed the 
bodies and broke open the coffins, expect­ 
ing to find money buried Avitn them . 
“They then searched some vaults with 
the idea ot finding the bodies of some Chi­ 
nese children said to be missing, but w ith­ 
out finding any. E verything Is so open and 
known to everybody In China, th a t the very 
sem blance of a secret place excites the 
deepest curiosity and suspicion. 
“They 
now ransacked 
the 
buildings, 
throw ing everything through the windows 
and sm ashing everything they did not want. 
such as pictures, glass and china ware and 
tearing the books to pieces, w hile tables, 
chairs and lieuohes were broken up and 
piled about at different points. On these 
piles of debris a liberal quantity of kerosene 
oil aa as conred and a light applied, w ith the 
result th a t everything was soon in a blaze. 
About 8 a. rn. the English consul called 
us all to assem ble on one of the hulks for 
protection. 
Messrs. Molland, K napp and 
myself took the ladies and children to a 
place of safety, and then returned to Dr. 
Stuart, who had rem ained behind. W e got 
a few things together, such as we should 
probably need, and finally left in the after­ 
noon. not know ing w hether the night would 
he the last for our nouses. 
“The steam ship Teh Heing had rem ained 
in port all day. ready to steam aw ay at a 
m om ent’s notice, if an attem pt was m ade to 
burn the hulk. Mr. Molland and Mr. Knapp 
and Dr. Stuart, w itk their wives and fami­ 
lies, left the next m orning w ith an u m b er of 
ladies of the com m unity for Shanghai. 
"Mrs. Wftlley and I returned to our horn 
to look after things as far and as long as 
possible, ami we intend to rem ain here 
until the post is absolutely untenable.” 
D uring this tim e the m em bers of th e cus­ 
toms staff, headed by their com m issioner, 
had m ade a Wild stand, and kept th e mob 
from burning and looting the custom house, 
tiiough the homes and private effects of 
most of those brave fellow’s had all been de­ 
stroyed. some of them having nothing but 
w hat they stood up in, and their wives and 
children were in the sam e condition. 
“For two days and nights they w ere under 
arm s and had constantly to sally forth and 
drive the mob away from the prem ises and 
put out the fires already kindled to burn 
down the rem aining part of the foreign 
residences. 
There is no doubt th a t the 
brave stand of about 20 arm ed m en against 
thousands of ruffians, has in a great m easure 
saved our mission prem ises for the present 
at least. 
“Three Chinese men-of-war passing at the 
tim e anchored for the night and fired a few 
broadsides, w hich, w ith the aid of a good 
shower of rain, helped to disperse the 
people. 
Gunboats had been telegraphed 
for, and on the third day of tho riot a French 
gunboat arrived, after an English gunboat, 
which now lies at anchor in the harbor.

Herr L iebknecht read tne com m ittee's re­ 
port, w hich decided th at if a great w ar 
occurred a general strike would ne im pos­ 
sible; appealed to the world to protest 
against alliances, which incited war, aud 
declared th a t the only m eans to prevent a 
general w ar w ashy an international organ­ 
ization of the proletariat. A nother delegate 
said th a t there was too m uch jingoism 
about Socialists, and especially about the 
Germans. In the event of w ar all coun­ 
tries ought tiistart a general strike. 
The G erm ans Avere annoyed at the refer­ 
ences m ade to them . and created a tum ult. 
Mr. Sprow of the English F irem en’s and 
Seam on’8 Union m ade a special address, in 
w’hich ho said th at a few weeks ago the cap­ 
tain of a steam er running between New 
York and R otterdam perpetrated an act of 
cruelty. He badly fed the crew, until one 
of the firemen got so ill th at he told the 
captain ho was unable to work. The cap­ 
tain ordered blin to resum e work, and then 
drew a revolver and shot him dead. Three 
hundred passengers signed a petition for 
the captain’s arrest, but the captain was so 
influential th a t tho D utch governm ent re­ 
fused to punish him. 
B r u s s e ls , Aug. 22.—Today was the clos­ 
ing day of the International Socialist W ork­ 
m en’s Congress. D uring the day Mr. Sam al 
of New York spoke in favor of a m eeting of 
delegates representing the bakers of tho 
world at H am burg or Frankfort, to organize 
an international federation.

Its A verage Cost Is Tw o Shillings, Bar­ 
ring D rink and Cigars. 
Seeing th at during the session som ethiag 
like 200 M. P .’s have to be provided with 
dinner every night, to say nothing of tea* 
and other refreshm ents, the culinary de­ 
partm ent at th e House of Commons is of 
considerable importance. 
All this is done under the supervision of a 
special com m ittee. 
The kitchen of the House does its own 
m arketing. Tradesm en are also appointed 
Avho subm it tenders for a w eek’s or a 
m onth’s supply. The m eat is tendered for 
m onthly, tho quantity consum ed weekly 
varying from 1300 to 2000 pounds. 
There are some excellent judges of cham ­ 
pagne, claret, burgundy and port iii the 
House, and these gentlem en are invited to 
select the winos on behalf of the members, 
Two or three m erchants of note send in 
their samples, and the judges assemble in 
solemn conclave tosrothei. 
A num ber is 
given to each bottle, which is wrapped 
round w ith a napkin, so th at “tho judges” 
have no idea Avhose wine it is. E ach voter 
has a slip of paper, and after tasting he 
Aviates down his impressions, aud tile ver­ 
dict is invariably tire same. 
It requires quite a little arm y of cooks to 
prepare the meals, and Availers to hand 
round the courses. A grant of £l Ooh a year 
is allowed for wages, but. in reality, ti ie sal­ 
ary list sums up to anything Between £3000 
and £4000 a year. There is a chef al £3 Ins. 
a week, a second chef at £2; the kitchen 
m aids average ins., andthevogetablem aids 
12s. weekly; £2 fails to the lot of the pastry 
cook; the barm aids and tearoom maids vary 
from 12s, to 15b. weekly. 
Their wages run from 22s. to 30s. a week 
for tho perm anent staff. Many of them — 
tem porarily em ployed—are w aiting in the 
city during the day. and run down to tho 
house at 2s. ed. a night if engaged for four 
days in the week, or 3s 
if taken on tor 
three days. 
They are seldom at work for more than 
four hours. The servants appear to be very 
liberally treated, for Avhen the House is nut 
sitting they receive half-pay. 
In a busy week tile m em bers pay some­ 
thing liko £560 for refreshm ents. 
Their favorite repast appear* to be a 2s. 
dinner, which is ad lib., consisting of soup 
soup and joint, or soup and fish, bread, bu t­ 
ter. cheese, salad and biscuits. 
--The stock of cigars kept is estim ated to 
bo worth £1000. 
About £100 worth of 
cigars are sold in the course of a m onth to 
the members. 
The Avine cellar is capable of storing away 
some £30,000 to £40,000 worth of w ine; as 
it is. the present stock now am ounts to over 
£3000. The cellar itself is about 210 feet 
long, and there are innum erable sub cellars 
arranged on either side. 
At the far end is 
the crockery room. 
H undreds of dozens of bottled beer m ight 
be counted, some £40 a m onth heing spent 
by the members on th eir Bass aud Guinness.
